I believe that ABC/ESPN 
would do a far greater ser¬ 
vice to viewers as well as save 
money by using the real track 
feed video of the races instead 
of all the absurd camera angles 
that they use. Most of their 
angles are so far away you can¬ 
not see what color a horse is or 
his saddlecloth, much less fol¬ 
low a horse through the whole 
race.

DR. JOHN FISHER RETIRES 
FROM TRAINING 


O ne of the Mid-Atlantic 
region’s preeminent 
horsemen, Dr. John R.S. 
Fisher, announced his retire¬ 
ment from training on Septem¬ 
ber 13. Based at Fair Hill 
Training Center, Fisher sold his 
barn and business to England- 
born trainer Niall Saville. 

Fisher, 74, saddled his final 
winner, Katrina Becker’s Druid 
Dancer, at Laurel Park on 
September 12. 

“I think it was the right time. 
It was like being on a run¬ 
away horse, you have to figure 
out a timely way to get off. 
There was no reason, no pre¬ 
cipitating event that said do 
it. It felt like it was time to go. 
Hopefully I was right. So far, 
I’ve been right,” Fisher said in 
late November. 

An avid foxhunter and skier, 
Fisher plans on participating 
in his two hobbies as well as a 
non-profit from his home in 
Gum Tree, Pa. 

Crack turf sprinter Smart 
Enough is recovering from a 
bowed tendon on the farm and 
Fisher plans to start him off 
this year before sending him to 
Fair Hill. 

Fisher began training horses 
in the late 1960s when two 
timber stars fell into his lap. 
With Fisher aboard, Landing 
Party won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup twice and Island Stream 
became timber horse of the 
year. So began a 40-year odyssey. 

“It looked like an easy game 
to me,” Fisher joked. 



He trained steeplechase 
horses first, conditioning 
champion Fire Control in 
1976. Eventually, Fisher con¬ 
centrated strictly on flat rac¬ 
ing. Since 1976, he won 816 
races for nearly $16 million 
in earnings. He trained 2005 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ner Play Bingo and numerous 
other stakes winners, including 
Dr. Kashnikow, Smart Enough, 
Ancient Line, Futurist and 
Brave Note. 

“The stress of racing today 
is very large. It’s not how it 
used to be when I started,” 
Fisher said. “I was blessed with 
great owners up until the day I 
quit, but it’s not the same or I 
didn’t feel like it was the same. 
Maybe it’s because I changed, 
which of course you do as you 
get older.” 

Fisher founded Fair Hill 
Training Center and has seen 
it grow into one of the coun¬ 
try’s most sought-after training 
establishments.

MISSY WHITE OAK 



M issy White Oak burst 
onto the racing scene 
in Maryland as a 2-year- 
old in 1991, scoring her maiden 
victory in the Maryland Million 
Lassie. 

The daughter of Baeder- 
wood (out of Miss White Oak, 
by Tarleton Oak) was mak¬ 
ing her third start when Hall 
of Fame jockey Julie Krone 
gunned her down the stretch 
at Pimlico for an upset vic¬ 
tory that paid $89—a record 
Maryland Million mutuel pay¬ 
off that stood until 2010. 

For the next three years, 
Missy White Oak remained a 
fixture on the Laurel/Pimlico 
circuit. 

Bred in Maryland by Gilbert 
Hahn’s Meeting House Farm, 
she was trained early in her 
career by Charles J. (Junior) 
Hadry, son of prominent local 
horseman Charles H. Hadry. 
Eventually, the senior Hadry, 
since deceased, became both 
her owner and trainer. 

Runner-up (to Toots La 
Mae) in the 1992 Miss Preak- 
ness Stakes, Missy White Oak 
raced primarily in allowance 
and mid-level claiming events, 
and brought home a check 
more often than not. She made 
36 starts under the trainer- 
ship of the Hadrys, gradually 
descending through the ranks, 
and was claimed from them 
at Laurel Park in November 
1994. Her first start for her 
new connections was the last 
of her career. Claimed once 
again in her final start, she fin¬ 
ished racing in December 1994 
with a record of 37-5-9-7 and 
$141,150 in earnings 

Sent as a maiden to the 
Storm Cat stallion Mountain 
Cat, Missy White Oak pro¬ 
duced as her first foal a colt 
named II Socio, in 1996. Sold 
as a weanling for $45,000 at 
Keeneland’s November sale, 
he was unraced. She was bred 
next to Fappiano’s son Roy and 
foaled a filly, Madame Pietra, 


in 1997. Surpassing her dam’s 
achievements on the race 
track, Madame Pietra num¬ 
bered among her seven career 
wins five stakes, including the 
Desert Stormer Handicap-G3 
and Sunshine Millions Filly 
& Mare Sprint Stakes. Upon 
her retirement, she had earned 
$437,215. 

Missy White Oak suffered 
from severe reproductive 
issues for the next several years 
and did not deliver another 
live foal until 2003 when she 
dropped the Northern Afleet 
filly Missy Live Oak. A winner 
of one race and $14,965, she 
was her dam’s final offspring. 

From that point forward, 
Missy White Oak’s story is 
not well documented. What 
is known is that she ended 


up at a small equine rescue 
facility in Florida. When the 
owner of that operation was 
suddenly burdened by serious 
health issues, she turned to 
Jeanne Mirabito of Our Mims 
Retirement Haven in Paris, Ky. 

With one serendipitous 
phone call, Missy White Oak’s 
future was safely and happily 
secured. 

Mirabito founded the non¬ 
profit in 1999 to honor Our 
Mims, the 1977 Eclipse Award¬ 
winning 3-year-old filly who 
had spent her final years at the 
sanctuary. 

“Mims was my best friend, 
my whole life,” she declared, 
through misty eyes. Based at 
her 42-acre Ahwenasa Farm — 
the word is Cherokee and 
means “My Home”-the 


Haven is currently home to 
the 14 retired Thoroughbred 
broodmares whom Mirabito 
lovingly refers to as “the ladies.” 

Missy White Oak and her 
pasturemate Ms. Stalwart 
(Stalwart—Night Staker, by 
Claim Staker), arrived at the 
farm on September 17, 2009. 

“It’s hard to imagine that 
two such great mares ended up 
needing a home,” Mirabito said. 
“I had to expand to take them; I 
didn’t have the room. But I had 
read about them and I thought, 
Well jeeez, what can I do?’ 

“I said on the Alex Brown 
Racing Forum, Til expand 
and they can come here. But 
I’m going to need some help 
sponsoring them because the 
Haven can’t take on the whole 
cost.’ I gave up my weekly trips 
to McDonald’s to contribute. 
And people sent money for 
Missy and Stalwart-$25 from 
this person, $50 from another. 
We operate entirely through 
donations.” 

Missy White Oak is thriving 
in her retirement, as evidenced 
t by her considerable girth and 
| the bloom on her coat. 

| “She is on what I call a ‘pity 
portion’ amount of food, and 
she’s not happy about that at 
all,” said Mirabito. “As you 
can see, she’s well-fleshed now. 
But before I put her on the 
diet, she was huge. She actually 
had cellulite. She’s not a hard 
keeper.” 

Missy White Oak does 
suffer from a slight breathing 
issue that is managed with daily 
doses of antihistamines. 

“It’s much worse for her in 
hot weather,” Mirabito said. 
But the mare has devised an 
inventive way to cope on sultry 
summer days. “I’ll hose her off 
several times a day to keep her 
cool, and she loves it. But if 
she’s turned out, she’ll just stick 
her entire head—past her ears — 
into the water trough and hold 
her breath.”

Maryland Racing 
Commission 
rejects MJC’s 
“plan” for 2011 


I t was one of those times when you realize that no matter what 
else happens, life won't be the same from that point on. 

At the Maryland Racing Commission's November 29 
hearing on the Maryland Jockey Club (MJC)'s “plan" for 
2011, the two-hour session came to a swirling conclusion with 
chairman Lou Ulman noting: “It's a very sad day . . we've 
effectively shut down Maryland racing." And, at that point, 
many in the audience of hundreds-mainly breeders, owners, 
trainers-stood and cheered. 

The commission had just agreed by unanimous vote (8-0) to 
reject Penn National Gaming (PNG)'s application to own 49 
percent of the Maryland Jockey Club (MJC) assets. The vote in 
effect wiped off the table the MJC's proposal for 2011 racing 
dates: a severely truncated schedule consisting of 17 days of live 
racing at Laurel Park in January and 30 days at Pimlico in April 
and May surrounding the Preakness. 

That people applauded shows how desperate the situation 
has become. Fewer than 50 days of live racing in the state for 
the first five months of the year, and no mention of anything 
beyond that, is the equivalent of no racing at all for anyone 
who makes a livelihood in the industry. The cheers were 
tinged with relief that the commission had squared off against 
track management, refusing to go along with the plan that 
commission member John McDaniel labeled a “non-starter." 

For Maryland racing to reach this unprecedented low point, 
a lot of things had to go wrong. In retrospect, the handwriting 
was on the wall: 

• Way back in the 1990s when all over the country simulcasts 
began to replace live races as a source of revenue, and running 
races-for centuries their core business-became a financial 
burden that race tracks sought to avoid. 

• In February 2009, when the MJC, then under the ownership 
of Magna Entertainment Corp., inexplicably failed to post the 
$28.5 million application fee for a slots license that was theirs for 
the taking under the carefully crafted parameters of Maryland's 
slots program. 

• On November 2, 2010, when a referendum in Anne Arundel 
County endorsed the zoning for the Cordish Co.'s proposed 
casino at Arundel Mills Mall, approximately 10 miles from 
Laurel Park, thereby dashing the MJC’s renewed hopes for a 
license to operate a racino at Laurel. 

The Maryland Jockey Club is currently owned by two 
out-of-state interests: Wyomissing, Pa.-based Penn National 
Gaming Inc., and MI Developments Inc., a Canadian real estate 
development firm. Neither has any reason to care about the 
proud heritage of Maryland's Thoroughbred industry, and 
apparently they don't. 

Hope remains that a plan—or set of plans —can be worked 
out to keep live racing going in 2011, and beyond. But right now 
hope is all that remains of a once-thriving industry that employs 
an estimated 10,000 Maryland residents. ^

SHARING THE GLORY 

Breeders' Cup Filly and Mare Turf-GI winner Shared 
Account highlights revival of Maryland’s famed Sagamore 
Farm, while Zenyatta loses nothing in Classic-GI defeat

G raham Motion walked 
down the stairs from the 
Churchill Downs box 
seats, pumped his fists to a 
friend, and walked straight into 
an interview 

It lasted 28 seconds-from 
cheers to tears. 

“I’m not surprised. I 
couldn’t believe this filly was 
such a longshot. She ran one 
bad race on the grass and it was 
in disastrous turf conditions,” 
the Fair Hill, Md.-based trainer 
said. “Edgar rode her great; we 
talked about it. I’m speechless. 
This is unbelievable.” 

Then he cried. 

Sagamore Farm’s Shared 
Account earned Motion his 
second career Breeders’ Cup 
victory with a wild upset in the 
12th running of the Emirates 
Airline Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf-GI. Under Edgar 
Prado, the 4-year-old filly 
paid $94 on her way to tak¬ 
ing down defending champion 
Midday (GB) in the mile and 
three-eighths turf stakes on the 
Friday evening card, November 
5. It was the second-largest 
Breeders’ Cup payoff in his¬ 
tory, behind only Arcangues’s 
shocker in the 1993 Classic-G 1. 


Motion hates giving instruc¬ 
tions to jockeys but felt strong¬ 
ly about Shared Account’s best 
chance of winning, so he sat 
down with his longtime friend 
and comrade on the morning 
of the race and mapped out a 
plan. Take her back, cover her 
up, not too close, not too far 
out of it, stalk, get first run on 
Midday. 

Motion and Prado agreed. 
That was the plan. 

Prado, a 43-year-old Peru¬ 
vian native who’s already in 
the Hall of Fame but has seen 
his business tail off in recent 
years, nailed it, engineering a 
perfect trip. 

Prado placed Shared 
Account in a stalking spot, just 
off British invader Plumania 
(GB), Beverly D winner Eclair 
de Lune (Ger) and Queen 
Elizabeth II winner Harmon¬ 
ious. Thomas Queally posi¬ 
tioned favorite Midday in fifth, 
tracking Shared Account along 
the hedge. The leaders were 
unsettled while Shared Account 
sat like a sharp knife in its 
sheath. Shared Account split 
horses at the top of the stretch, 
kicking clear of Midday, and 
then held on to the advantage 
by a stubborn neck. The Brit 


had her chance. She couldn’t 
get past the Marylander. 
Keertana closed from ninth to 
finish third after 2:17.74. 

“It couldn’t have worked 
out any better. She got pinched 
a little bit and boom she was 
covered up,” Motion said. “The 
ride made the difference, the 
ride won us the race. The first 
thing Edgar said to me when I 
walked up to him outside the 
winner’s circle was, ‘Thanks for 
believing in me.’” 

How couldn’t he? Motion 
and Prado made friends early, 
when Prado was dominating 
Maryland racing and Motion 
was beginning his burgeon¬ 
ing training career, back when 
Motion didn’t have the stock 
to get Prado often. They’ve 
stayed loyal friends and steady 
business partners, Motion 
employing Prado on many of 
his good horses, including Film 
Maker, who finished second 
in the Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf in 2006, and his first 
and only Kentucky Derby-Gl 
starter Adriano in 2008. 

From his headquarters at 
the Fair Hill Training Center, 
Motion has methodically 
carved a niche as a domi¬ 
nant Mid-Atlantic trainer and 


then a national powerhouse. 
The British-born 46-year-old 
traveled the world with four¬ 
time steeplechase champion 
Flatterer for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard in the ’80s, took over 
Maryland icon Bernie Bond’s 
stable after he passed away 
in the ’90s, and won his first 
Breeders’ Cup race in 2004 
with Better Talk Now. 

Both of his Breeders’ Cup 
victories have shocked bettors 
and awed Motion. 

Standing on the race track 
apron, somewhat composed, 
Motion tried to describe his 
emotions as Shared Account 
circled in front of photogra¬ 
phers before going to the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

“I can’t believe I have a shot 
to win races like this,” he said. 
“I love this filly. They wrote 
her off after one bad race. I 
couldn’t believe that.” 

Consider her written back in 
after capturing her first Grade 
1 stakes score in the $2 million 
turf stakes. The win also served 
as arrival (or revival) notice for 
Maryland’s storied Sagamore 
Farm. 

Once home to the great 
Native Dancer and Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s vaunted racing and 
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Shared Account (right% ridden by Edgar Prado, withstands a strong effort by odds-on favorite and 
defending race winner Midday (GB). The resuiting mutuei payoff-$94- was the second-iargest in Breeders ’ Cup history 


breeding operation, Sagamore 
fell on hard times before Kevin 
Plank, founder of the cloth¬ 
ing company Under Armour, 
bought it in February 2007 
and began restoring it. Plank, 
farm manager Tom Mullikin 
and the rest of the team (Plank 
talks a lot about the team) 
helped guide it back to its 
proper place at the pinnacle of 
Thoroughbred racing. 

The Breeders’ Cup com¬ 
pleted the circle. 

Purchased as a yearling at 
Keeneland September 2007 
for $170,000, Shared Account 
(Pleasantly Perfect—Silk n’ 
Sapphire, by Smart Strike) is 
from Plank’s first group of run¬ 
ners off of Sagamore Farm, 
which numbers only four. 

She began her career on 
die dirt, winning her first two 
starts at Laurel Park in October 
2008 and January 2009. Motion 
sent her to Florida, thinking he 


had a graded stakes filly. She 
flopped in the Davona Dale 
and Bonnie Miss Stakes (both 
Grade 2) in March 2009, con¬ 
fusing Motion, who sent her 
back to his barn at Fair Hill 
Training Center and told the 
Sagamore team he wasn’t going 
to look at her for a month. 

They said no problem, leav¬ 
ing the keys to the driver. “They 
really let you do whatever you 
want. What a difference that 
makes,” Motion commented. 

“I thought she was an Oaks 
filly,” the trainer added. “Tom 
and I actually mentioned that 
word—probably shouldn’t have. 
I thought she was that special. 
For whatever reason, the Flor¬ 
ida thing was just a disaster.” 

Shared Account returned in 
May to win an allowance on the 
dirt at Delaware Park. Off that 
dirt win. Motion went to what 
he knows best, switching her 
to the turf. There she found 


her home, winning the Lake 
Placid Stakes-G2 at Saratoga in 
the summer of her 3-year-old 
season. 

She was just 2-for-9 on the 
turf before the Breeders’ Cup, 
but that was more a reflection 
of the competition than her 
performance. In September 
2009 she made the step up to 
Grade 1 company, finishing 
second (to Miss World) in the 
Garden City Stakes-Gl at 
Belmont Park, and returning 
the following month to finish 
second in Keeneland’s Queen 
Elizabeth II Challenge Cup 
Stakes-Gl won by Hot Cha Cha. 

Motion and the Sagamore 
team mapped out a plan in 
the fall of 2009 to get to the 
Breeders’ Cup. They decided 
to turn out Shared Account 
at Fair Hill instead of going 
to Florida, where she wilted 
the year before, and get her 
started in Maryland in May. It 


was a plan Motion worked to 
perfection with his other two 
successful Breeders’ Cup start¬ 
ers, Better Talk Now and Film 
Maker. The former ran in the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf five years 
in a row, with a win, second 
and fourth, and the latter hit 
the board in the Filly and Mare 
Turf three years in a row. 

Motion knows you need a 
fresh horse in November to 
compete with the world’s best, 
and that’s what he wanted to 
bring to the table this year. 
Going into the Breeders’ Cup, 
defending champion Midday 
had won three of her four races 
(all stakes) in 2010, Shared 
Account had won one of her 
four races (all stakes) in 2010. 
Hence, the odds discrepancy, 
but not the class discrepancy. 

Shared Account closed to 
finish fourth in the Gallorette, 
her 4-year-old debut, on 
Preakness Day. She missed by 
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In an alarming break from her usual calm demeanor, Shared Account, spooked by sounds made by some 
youngsters running on metal bleachers, dumped her exercise rider the day before her Breeders’ Cup race. 
Among the many witnesses helping to corral the filly were Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott and his pony 


three-quarters of a length to 
deliver a hometown win for 
Plank, who had entertained 
thousands of people at a 
party at Sagamore earlier in 
the week and hosted hundreds 
of friends and clients from an 
infield tent on race day. Plank 
was disappointed, Motion 
was unfazed. The trainer has 
learned patience, the owner will 
learn patience - it was simply 
the first step on the road to the 
Breeders 7 Cup. 

Shared Account won the 
Grade 3 All Along Stakes at 
Colonial Downs in her next 
start on June 19, stalking the 
pace and rushing home to win 
by a length. 

Then she just missed in the 
Grade 1 Diana at Saratoga on 
July 31, closing among a pha¬ 
lanx of fillies and mares but 
falling a head short of catching 
future Breeders 7 Cup Mile-Gl 
contender Proviso (GB). Less 
than two lengths separated 
six fillies and mares, including 
Eclipse Award winner Forever 
Together and Breeders 7 Cup 
winner Maram. 

Just as Motion said, Shared 
Account had run one sub-par 
race, when leading early and 
fading over yielding turf in 
Belmont's October 2 Flower 
Bowl Invitational Stakes-Gl, 
which happened to be her last 
start before the Breeders 7 Cup. 
The defeat sent bettors else¬ 
where but didn't deter Motion. 
Well, it didn't deter him com¬ 
pletely. 

“I was concerned about 
it, but not concerned about it 
enough to not pursue what we 
had originally set out to do, 77 
Motion said. “I felt the ground 
was absolutely bottomless 
[for the Flower Bowl]. That, 
I thought, was a legitimate 
excuse. I certainly had appre¬ 
hension about it but I didn't 
want to get off our plan. 77 

The Flower Bowl was also 
Shared Account's first attempt 
at a mile and a quarter. 

“I went into the Flower 
Bowl saying I'm finally getting 
this filly to do what I've always 
thought she wanted to do, 77 
Motion said. “Then it was a 
disaster, so that was in the back 
of my mind, but I 7 ve always 
tliought she was crying out to 


go a mile and a quarter or a 
mile and three eighths. 77 

The Breeders 7 Cup would 
provide her first attempt at 11 
furlongs. Motion's confidence 
grew as the Flower Bowl faded 
in the past and Shared Account 
continued to train like she had 
forgotten about it as well. 

Straight and strong in her 
gallops, Shared Account oozed 
confidence and class during 
her week at Churchill Downs. 
Long and sturdy in frame, 
placid and polite in personal¬ 
ity, she enjoyed an easy and 
smooth week of training-up 
until Thursday. 

Motion tikes to give his 
Breeders' Cup entries two days 
of galloping on the turf leading 
to the big dance. He did it with 
Film Maker and Better Talk 
Now and had set out the same 
routine for Shared Account. 
Late in the morning, with the 
dirt track closed for training 
and the turf open for Breeders' 
Cup and stakes horses, Shared 
Account and exercise rider 
Heather Craig waited to go 
on the turf. She walked quietly 
around the dirt track while a set 
of Europeans galloped on the 
turf. Motion didn't tike waiting, 
but Shared Account handled it 
tike she had read the playbook. 


Then the playbook went 
into tatters. A couple of kids 
ran down the metal bleach¬ 
ers near the five-eighths pole 
and she exploded. Flight. She 
reared up in the air, landed and 
sprung in the air again. Without 
any choice or chance, Craig slid 
off and Shared Account fled 
tike a butterfly on vacation. 

All hands on deck. Hall of 
Fame trainer Bill Mott called 
on his Dakota cowboy days and 
kicked his pony into cutting- 
horse mode. Trainers, grooms 
and assistants scurried to her 
attention, trying to make tike 
posts in a corral. Churchill 
Downs’s outriders arrived in a 
flash. Even a reporter sprang 
into action. The filly played 
with her captors, darting and 
cutting tike a kid at recess while 
never leaving the scene. She 
made it a game, enjoying the 
chaos, the freedom. Eventually 
caught, checked and remount¬ 
ed, she was none the worse for 
wear and galloped a perfect 
circumference of the turf and 
went home. 

Crisis averted. 

“I was sick. She never does 
anything wrong, it wasn't her 
fault. She flew into a blind 
panic. She's one of the nicest 
fillies to be around; she's the 
quietest, kindest horse. My son 


Chappy could have held her 
in the paddock. For her to get 
that upset the day before, I 
was pretty shocked, 77 Motion 
said. “All week, you're para¬ 
noid about things going wrong 
because they can go wrong so 
quickly. You're trying to avoid 
things going wrong, having 
gotten that far. That's why we 
spend our lives half nervous 
all the time, because you never 
know what's coming around 
the corner.' 7 

A day later, she turned the 
corner with a split second to 
get to a hole before favorite 
Midday. She got there, then 
held tike the Hoover Dam, to 
win the biggest race of her life. 
And Plank's life. 

Plank, 38, grew up in Mont¬ 
gomery County, Md., became 
a racing fan by going to the 
Preakness, and decided to 
plunge into the sport a few 
years ago. 

Plank set up a dinner meet¬ 
ing with his old football team¬ 
mate Tom Mullikin, who had 
given up the corporate world 
for a job managing Machmer 
Hall Farm in Kentucky. Plank 
told his friend about his plan 
to get into racing. Multikin 
thought he was just telling him 
for interest's sake. 
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Shared Account and her owner Kevin Plank (tan jacket, center) stand in the epicenter of the racing world on the 
afternoon of Friday, November 5. Plank purchased the daughter of Pleasantly Perfect for $170,000 at the 2007 
Keeneland September Yearling sale; in 15 starts for trainer Graham Motion, she has earned $1,640,360. 


“He said he wanted to get 
in the game. He completely 
blindsided me. I was like, ‘good 
luck.’ He was like, ‘No, I want 
to do it together.’ How it all 
came together was inexplica¬ 
ble,” Mullikin said. “It’s not like 
we grew up on a farm or rode 
as youngsters. I remember Jim 
McKay on Saturdays and that 
always captured us. It’s amaz¬ 
ing.” 

The two friends began look¬ 
ing for a farm in Maryland, 
eventually becoming enamored 
with the best one of all: the one 
Isaac Emerson, the inventor of 
Bromo-Seltzer, had turned into 
a horse farm in 1925, the one 
handed to Alfred Vanderbilt 
Jr. on his 21st birthday, the one 
with the rolling miles of white 
four-board fence, the one with 
the ghosts of Native Dancer 
and Discovery, the one that 
Vanderbilt sold in 1986, the 
one that needed them as much 
as they needed it. 

“My relationship with rac¬ 
ing, I dare say, began in the 
infield of the Preakness many, 
many years ago, and then it 
evolved to my love for the 
state of Maryland. And then, 
of course, it’s just a passion of 
horses and racing,” Plank said 
after winning his first Breeders’ 
Cup race. “So when you look at 


the state of racing in Maryland, 
I decided someone should 
probably do something about 
it, and, frankly, I fit the pro¬ 
file of someone who could do 
something about it. Buying one 
of the most important farms in 
our state and bringing it back 
to the place of importance that 
it deserves has been the mis¬ 
sion.” 

Since purchasing Sagamore, 
Plank and Mullikin have set 
out to establish a breed-to-race 
operation, employing a solid 
broodmare band and buoying 
it with yearling purchases, and 
developing a training center at 
the farm. They plan on sticking 
around. 

Plank sets big goals. Talk to 
him, he could make you walk 
on water. 

“Confident. Not cocky. I 
love what I do, I wouldn’t be 
in anything unless our mission 
wasn’t to run at the highest 
level and play at the highest 
level. I got into this because 
we want to win the big ones,” 
Plank said. 

“We’re not guaranteeing it, 
it’s with an air of why else 
would you do it? Would you 
want to come and compete, or 
would you want to come and 
say I showed up to win?” 


BLAMELESS 
IN DEFEAT 

Mike Smith leaned in, nearly 
whispering, as if he were letting 
a friend in on a secret: “It could 
be even better.” 

The rider of the great 
Zenyatta was asked if the 
undefeated mare’s kick would 
be the same on the dirt as on 
synthetic tracks where she had 
earned 17 of her 19 wins. 

It proved to be even bet¬ 
ter—but not good enough. 

In the fading fight and 
brisk air of Churchill Downs, 
Zenyatta broke slowly, lagged 
well behind the toughest field 
she’d ever faced, then rallied 
furiously. She just didn’t get 
there. She reacted slowly to 
the fights, the cold air, the 
dirt-ambling the first half mile 
as if she wasn’t warmed up. 

Smith, knowing she had 
dug herself a big hole, tried 
to cut a corner but had to tap 
on the brakes behind a tir¬ 
ing Quality Road on the final 
turn. In midstretch, Zenyatta 
pounded to her right lead and 
set sail for Blame, who had 
picked off rivals with alacrity. 
Smith popped Zenyatta left- 
handed and she drifted out 
slightly, then straightened out 
and gained ground. Blame 


reacted too. He dug in late and 
never allowed her past him as 
the two champions galloped 
out after a classic Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl. 

Suddenly it was dark and 
cold, and racing needed anoth¬ 
er miracle horse to pull its float. 
The great Zenyatta had lost. 

Third choice Blame won 
by a head over even-money 
favorite Zenyatta with three 
and a half lengths back to Fly 
Down, who had a neck on 
Preakness winner Lookin At 
Lucky. Blame finished the mile 
and a quarter in 2:02.28. 

Zenyatta’s rousing late kick 
proved to be even better on the 
dirt, but not good enough to 
catch Blame. Owned by Jerry 
and Ann Moss and trained 
by John Shirreffs, Zenyatta 
finished her career at 19-for- 
20. Blame, owned and bred 
by Adele Dilschneider and 
Claiborne Farm and trained by 
A1 Stall Jr., ended his career at 
9-for-l 3. 

Smith took off his helmet 
and kissed the sky, gutted by 
the feeling that he hadn’t done 
enough to get his big mare 
home. Garrett Gomez, who 
rode Blame, saluted Zenyatta as 
she walked past, the first time 
she ran a race and didn’t end up 
in the winner’s circle. Gomez 
implored the crowd to cheer 
for Blame. They didn’t. 

Nothing’s given in this 
game. 

Zenyatta lost nothing in 
defeat, gained more in defeat 
than any horse in the history of 
the turf. She was gallant, game, 
resilient, classic. A throwback 
in an age where early is every¬ 
thing. 

Zenyatta met her match in 
Blame, a tough, determined 
two-turn dirt horse who had 
been managed to perfection. 
The 4-year-old son of Arch 
made his first Grade 1 stakes 
start this past summer, follow¬ 
ing an unheard of conserva¬ 
tive approach in a sport where 
precociousness has taken over 
from practicality. But perhaps 
that’s changing too. Zenyatta 
began her career at the end of 
her 3-year-old season and ran 
until she was almost 7. 
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Zenyatta (outside) failed to catch Blame (Garrett Gomez) in the final strides of the Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-GI, but maintained her royal status in her lone career defeat.“You might see something special,” 
Zenyatta’s rider Mike Smith had predicted-and he was right, if not in the way he’d envisioned. 


Goldikova (Ire) won her 
third consecutive Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl earlier in the card 
and will come back to try and 
make if four in a row this year 
at age 6. Blame made his career 
climbing the ladder by short, 
reachable rungs rather than 
audacious leaps. Claiborne, 
celebrating its 100th year in 
the business, had proven its 
theory—breed the best and stay 
the course. 

With Claiborne’s Seth Han¬ 
cock calling Stall at 5:30 most 
mornings, the plan for Blame 
had been laid out. It began to 
take shape when Blame won 
the Curlin, an overnight stakes, 
at Saratoga in August 2009 for 
his third career victory in five 
starts. 

Then came —the Grade 1 
Travers? No, the Grade 2 Super 
Derby. The Breeders’ Cup 
Classic? No, the Grade 2 Clark 
Handicap. The Dubai World 
Cup-Gl? No, the Grade 3 
Schaefer at Pimlico. The con¬ 
servative approach culminated 
in four consecutive Grade 1 
starts this past summer and fall: 
the Stephen Foster, Whitney, 
Jockey Club Gold Cup and 
Breeders’ Cup Classic. Blame 
won three out of four, tackling 
Battle Plan late to win the 
Foster, running down favorite 
Quality Road in the Whitney, 
failing to run down a loose-on- 
the-lead Haynes field in the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup and 
then, well then, he won the race 
of the decade, vanquishing the 
queen. 

“It’s just an unbelievable 
feeling,” said Hancock. “We 
made a game plan a year ago to 
point for this, and usually when 
you make plans tike that in the 
horse business, it never works 
out. You don’t even make the 
race. 

“But then the closer we got 
to the race, we realized we were 
going to make it and knew who 
we were running against but 
just were filled with anticipa¬ 
tion of what might be. And 
then to see it come true, it’s a 
feeling that I can’t describe.” 

After dabbling with Clai¬ 
borne’s lesser stock at Louisiana 
Downs and Fair Grounds, Stall 
took over the majority of Clai¬ 
borne horses three years ago.

ACHIEVER 

Multimillionaire entrepreneur Mike Repole, a leading owner 
in New Jersey and New York, reaches new heights with 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Stakes-GI winner Uncle Mo

I n only six years as an owner 
Mike Repole has won more 
races and meet titles than 
most others will in a lifetime. 
He was the leading owner 
in New Jersey in 2008, and 
in 2009 he topped the own¬ 
ers' ranks in both New York 
and New Jersey—an unprec¬ 
edented double. But he wasn't 
satisfied. Over four years, up 
and down the East Coast, his 
charges always fell short in 
graded stakes-26 times until 
last October. 

Much to his chagrin, a big 
horse was still missing until 
last fall. The kind of horse 
that the 41-year-old Repole, a 
multimillionaire entrepreneur, 
first dreamed about owning 
from his days hanging out at 
Aqueduct three decades ago, 
a poor boy living in a working 
class neighborhood of Queens, 
N.Y. 

The dry spell ate at Repole. 
He had already conquered the 
business world, and he set out 
to do the same in horse rac¬ 
ing. He called the wait for a 
big horse an albatross around 
his neck. 

“I'm the biggest sore loser 
you'll ever meet," he says. 


“Nobody wants to win more 
than me." 

Then along came Uncle Mo. 

In one electrifying month, 
Repole went from the owner 
who couldn't win a graded 
stakes to the owner of the 
all but certain champion juve¬ 
nile and early Kentucky Derby 
favorite, a horse who has 
inspired wonder in his three 
starts. 

“It happened so quickly," he 
says. “In July he was not even 
named.” 

From surreal to real, Repole 
says often. He purchased 
Uncle Mo, a bay colt by Indian 
Charlie, for $220,000 at the 
2009 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. By May that colt 
was the best horse on the farm 
and when Repole finally named 
him in late July, everybody on 
the Saratoga backstretch knew 
that Uncle Mo was the best 
of Hall of Fame trainer Todd 
Pletcher's many juveniles. 

On August 28—Travers 
Day—Uncle Mo was the worst- 
kept secret in America when he 
went left the gate at odds of 
4-5 in a maiden special weight 
at Saratoga. With astonishing 
ease, he won by 14/4 lengths. 


He covered six furlongs in 
1:09.21, a faster time than 
Discreetly Mine traveled the 
same ground (1:09.44) in his 
seven-furlong King's Bishop 
Stakes-GI victory that after¬ 
noon. A star was born. 

For Repole, it was six rest¬ 
less weeks to the Champagne 
Stakes-GI on October 9. He 
had never been as nervous 
before a race. 

“I'm for 0-for-26 in graded 
stakes; five seconds and seven 
thirds. Not like I’m keeping 
track," Repole deadpans. 

Through the early stages 
of the Champagne, Uncle Mo 
was pressed by a 22-1 long- 
shot through sharp fractions 
of :22.41 and :45.92. Repole 
sweated. “Oh my God," he 
thought, imagining another 
graded stakes loss. “Here it 
comes. Oh, no." 

Instead, Uncle Mo ended 
Repole's anguish, and in style. 
He sprinted away from the field 
in the stretch and sped home 
in 1:34.51 for a mile. It tied 
Seattle Slew for the second- 
fastest Champagne at that dis¬ 
tance, only a fifth of a sec¬ 
ond slower than Devil’s Bag 
in 1983. Repole's first graded 


stakes win was a Grade 1, at 
Belmont, and the prestigious 
Champagne no less. 

Before the $2 million Grey 
Goose Breeders' Cup Juvenile 
Stakes-GI on November 6, in 
which he also had Hopeful 
Stakes-GI runner-up Stay 
Thirsty, Repole felt confident 
as he watched Uncle Mo in the 
paddock. The colt looked tike 
LeBron James set against grade 
schoolers. There were two 
questions of the 7-5 favorite: 
would he rate and could he get 
the distance? 

Uncle Mo, with his regular 
rider John Velazquez aboard, 
categorically answered both. 
He burst to the lead before the 
eighth pole and sprinted to the 
wire a devastating^ easy win¬ 
ner, those orange and blue silks 
of Repole Stable more than 
four lengths ahead of Boys At 
Tosconova. His final time of 
1:42.60 for the mile and a six¬ 
teenth was sensational. 

“I really don’t get goose 
bumps very often watching a 
horse race, and that's not 
because I'm not a huge horse 
racing fan,” Pletcher said after 
the race. “But that was a pretty 
special performance. I was lit-

erally shaking a lithe bit after the 
race. It was just unbelievable.” 

A jubilant Repole was in 
awe. Hearing those words from 
the normally stoic Pietcher only 
enhanced his astonishment. 

“I told Todd later that day 
that I’m supposed to be the 
outgoing, crazy one. How does 
that make me feel?” he recalls. 

Repole now finds himself 
as one of the lead actors in 
racing's greatest annual drama, 
with one of the fastest 2-year- 
olds ever seen, a horse spoken 
about in the same breath as the 
Triple Crown. It's a position he 
relishes. 

Repole is bold and brash, 
a “kid from Queens” unafraid 
to ruffle feathers among his 
blue-blooded contemporaries. 


Take, for example, the win¬ 
ner's circle celebration after the 
Juvenile, when ESPN reporter 
Jeremy Schaap asked Repole if 
he had thought about returning 
to Churchill for the Kentucky 
Derby. 

“Right now, it's been four 
weeks of anxiety and stress,” 
Repole answered. “I'm just 
going to get so drunk tonight, 
and have such a great time.” 

It was a moment of joy and, 
for sports, unvarnished hon¬ 
esty. But Repole says he later 
heard about criticism coming 
from other owners. 

“I was jubilant,” he says. 
“Come on, give me a break. 
Let's celebrate.” 

Repole doesn't plan on 
apologizing for having fun in 


horse racing. After the Juvenile, 
he kissed his trainer on the 
cheek. It elicited a rare smile 
from Pietcher. His trainer and 
jockey and family laughed after 
Repole told Schaap his post¬ 
race drinking plans. 

Uncle Mo, via his owner, 
may also be the first race horse 
with a Twitter account. He had 
one tweet before Thanksgiving: 
“Uncle Mike and Uncle Todd 
snt me 2 FL 2 rest. Id much 
rather b racing but they told 
me this wud b bst 4 me. Happy 
Thanksgiving 2 all!” 

Repole is outspoken, impet¬ 
uous, witty and eminendy 
quotable. His professional life 
blends with his racing opera¬ 
tion, one of five businesses he 
manages. Forever busy, he has 


two phones, a BlackBerry, and 
relendessly fires off e-mails. 
He also acknowledges his good 
fortune. 

Repole grew up as the son 
of Annie, who was a seam¬ 
stress, and Benny, a waiter. 
His grandmother lived with 
them. His only sibling, Gerard, 
became a New York City cop. 
His parents are first-generation 
Americans. The day Repole 
graduated from kindergarten 
he had more education than 
both of them. 

With or without their per¬ 
mission, Repole started going 
to nearby Aqueduct at 13. He'd 
find the nearest old man to 
bet $2 on a race for him. He 
didn't care about reading his 
history book, but he learned to 
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read the Racing Form and was 
engaged by the mental hurdles 
of picking winners. When he 
couldn't go to the track he 
ended up at the OTB on Grand 
Avenue. 

His family didn't have much 
money, but what they had they 
put into education for Repole. 
He went the Catholic school 
route-Holy Cross High School 
and St. John's University, 
where he was an average stu¬ 
dent. He likes to rib his Ivy 
League employees about his 
2.2 GPA at St. John's, where 
he majored in sports manage¬ 
ment. He couldn’t wait to get 
out of school “to do some¬ 
thing”; what that was, he'd tell 
his mom when she asked, he 
didn't know. He said he wanted 
to make a lot of money. 

Repole was always a sports 
enthusiast. When he was young 
he wanted to play for the Mets. 
His dream job after college 
would have been coaching the 
St. John's basketball team. But 
when that dream faded, he 
entered sales in the beverage 
business. He ultimately worked 
Inis way up at a company called 
Energy Brands, where he met 
Darius Bikoff. That compa¬ 
ny became Glaceau in 1999, 
and the next year Repole and 
Bikoff launched Vitaminwater, 
which became the company's 
best-selling product. 

On May 25, 2007, they sold 
the company to Coca-Cola for 
$4.1 billion. Their 600 full-time 
employees, as well as 65 inves¬ 
tors, had stock options and 
with Repole and Bikoff they 
shared in the sale. The timing 
could not have been better; the 
economy went off a cliff about 
four months later. 

Repole could have retired 
then, but his belief in healthy 
food and beverage businesses 
was only solidified. In 2008, 
he bought Pirate Brands, the 
two decade-old company that 
makes the healthy snack foods 
Pirate's Booty. (Repole is the

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chairman and majority owner.) 
Since then, annual sales have 
doubled from $50 million to 
$100 million. Repole is also the 
chairman and majority owner 
of Energy Kitchen, a chain of 
healthy fast-food restaurants. 
There are 11 stores now-10 
in New York City—and plans 
for 60 more over the next two 
years. 

This is only half of how 
Repole spends his time. He also 
has Driven Capital Manage¬ 
ment, his family investment 
company, and a real estate 
company that he opened after 
the Vitaminwater sale. He put 
his brother Gerard in charge, 
taking him off the New York 
streets as a cop. Then, of 
course, there is his racing sta¬ 
ble. There is no such thing as a 
normal day for Repole. 

“I’ve gone from head coach 
of one team to general man¬ 
ager of five teams,” he says. 

He runs his racing opera¬ 
tion like his other businesses. 
Which means he sets a budget 
and surrounds himself with 
people who are as competitive, 
passionate and committed as 
he is. “I like hiring sore losers,” 
he says. 

Repole's entry into horse 
racing reflected his original 
passion. When he was a teen 
at Aqueduct it didn't matter if 
the race on which he bet was 
a nickel claimer or a $500,000 
Grade 1. It was just about 
being there, stretching his few 
dollars over many races. 

ct When I got into racing, it 
was more about winning than 
having a great time,” he admits. 

So Repole claimed a lot of 
horses and won in bunches. 
The first horse he owned was 
in 2004, when he privately 
purchased Da Rodeo Man for 
$22,000 and lost the gelding 
after two races for $15,000 
in a claiming race he won at 
Philadelphia Park. His first win 
in New York came in 2005 
with Gatito Fuerte, a horse 
Pennsylvania-based trainer 
Kate DeMasi claimed for him. 

As he began to improve the 
quality of his stable, Repole 
hired Bruce Levine as his pri¬ 
mary trainer. He also hired his 
longtime friend Jim Martin to 
be his stable manager. Repole 


was too busy to go to the sales 
or call trainers. Martin has 
Repole Stable business cards, 
not Repole. “He's a gate keeper 
forme,” Repole says of Martin. 
“I get overwhelmed. I have 
other businesses.” 

Levine also introduced 
Repole to Jimmy Crupi. Crupi, 
one of the top trainers in New 
Jersey for three decades, hung 
up his tack in 1995 and opened 
New Castle Farm in Ocala, 
Fla., on part of the grounds 
where Happy Valley Farm once 
stood. Crupi does it all with 
young horses: he buys year¬ 
lings and 2-year-olds, pinhooks 
them, breaks them. After visit¬ 
ing New Castle Farm, in 2006, 
Repole decided to partner with 
Crupi. 

“He's very easy to work 
with,” Crupi says of Repole. 
“He's a very good owner and 
he's knowledgeable about the 
horse business.” 

At the time they met, 
Repole had about 130 horses. 
Some were running for low 
claiming tags. Repole and his 
team discussed a plan to down¬ 
size and up the quality of his 
stock. Repole would spend $2 
million to $3 million a year buy¬ 
ing yearlings and 2-year-olds. 
Crupi would pick them out as 
yearlings and raise them on his 
farm. Repole had a taste for 
quality, Crupi says, and it was 
time he started having fun. 

Repole began reducing his 
stable to the nearly 85 horses 
he has now. Besides Levine, 
he employed or still employs 
as trainers DeMasi, Scott 
Lake, Bruce Brown, Dominic 
Galluscio and Mike Miceli. 

By early 2010, he had 
moved most of his horses 
from Levine, who had decided 
to spend the winter in south 
Florida preparing Buddy's 
Saint for a run at the Kentucky 
Derby. Repole started send¬ 
ing his best horses to Pletcher. 
Despite the obvious difference 
in demeanor, Repole says he 
saw many similarities between 
Pletcher and himself. 

“He's not just a trainer, 
he's a CEO,” Repole says of 
Pletcher. “He runs his stable 
the way I run my business.” 
Both men are intensely com¬ 
petitive and driven to succeed, 


Repole adds. “Todd is the sec¬ 
ond-most competitive person 
I know.” 

The stable's first success 
came with Driven by Success. 
Repole purchased the New 
York-bred for $95,000 at the 
April 2007 Ocala Breeders' 
sale. A three-time stakes winner 
in New York-bred company, 
the son of Precise End finished 
third in the 2009 Carter and 
Metropolitan Handicaps (both 
Grade 1). Driven by Success 
has earned $525,719 with nine 
stakes wins or placings. The 
horse put Repole Stable on the 
map as having more than “a 
bunch of claimers,” Repole 
says. 

In 2009, Repole made his 
biggest push for young tal¬ 
ent up to that point. His lot 
shouldn't have included Uncle 
Mo. That September, Crupi and 
Martin attended the Keeneland 
yearling sale while Repole, as 
always, stayed in New York. 
The only sales he has attended 
are in Ocala, simply because he 
can visit his young horses at 
nearby New Castle Farm. 

“I have A.D.D.,” Repole 
jokes. “I won't go to Keeneland 
and wait forever for hip num¬ 
bers. I’ll stay in New York and 
work.” 

A year earlier at Keeneland 
September, Repole purchased 
a son of Indian Charlie for 
$200,000. That horse, Arrr 
Pirates Booty, fizzled spectacu¬ 
larly. 

“On the farm he wasn't 
much. On the track he was 
terrible,” Repole says. When 
he failed to win in seven starts, 
Repole gave him to the adop¬ 
tion organization Turning for 
Home. “I had a bad taste for 
Indian Charlie,” he says. 

So at the 2009 Keeneland 
sale, when Crupi presented 
Repole with another son of 
Indian Charlie, this one bred in 
Kentucky out of the Arch mare 
Playa Maya—hip number 1193, 
as Repole remembers — the 
owner wanted no part. Martin 
told Repole on the phone that 
Crupi loved the colt. 

“Let Jimmy buy him with 
his own money,” Repole said. 

Crupi got on the phone. 
“You have to buy this horse,” 
he told Repole. 


Repole had never heard 
Crupi so resolute. He told 
Martin to go to $200,000. 

“He just had such balance, 
just acted with so much class, 
like a good horse,” Crupi says 
now. “He showed a presence 
about himself. He was very 
correct, he had a walk about 
him. He was just the real deal.” 

Crupi has sold or raised 
top horses such as Ten Most 
Wanted, Awesome Gem, 
Macho Again and Toccet. “You 
have to be around good horses 
to know one,” he says. 

Back in New York, Repole 
went to a meeting and hoped 
he wouldn't get the horse. 

“Please someone go to 
four hundred thousand,” he 
thought. Later, he got on his 
phone with Martin to do the 
bidding during the sales. For 
hip number 1193, he reluctant¬ 
ly bid up to $200,000, all the 
while thinking, “I want some¬ 
one else to bid. Please someone 
else bid.” 

When someone bid 
$210,000, Repole felt relieved. 
Martin told him, “Hit him one 
more time.” An agitated Repole 
went to $220,000. “If some¬ 
body bids $221,000, I'm out,” 
he says. “He's somebody else's 
horse.” 

Nobody did. Repole won 
the colt, hung up the phone, 
and thought he had flushed 
$220,000 down the drain. 

“I owe Jimmy Crupi for 
finding the horse and Jim 
Martin for saying hit him one 
more time,” he says. “I have to 
give them the credit. I do the 
easy part. I just write the check.” 

Sent to New Castle Farm, 
LIncle Mo flourished. He 
moved up in workout sets to 
the point where he had no set. 
He trained by himself because 
no other horse could keep up 
with him. Repole's stable was 
on the upswing. The time was 
right for the name Uncle Mo, 
which is slang for momentum 
in sports. 

“You always want momen¬ 
tum on your side,” he says. “I 
wanted to use that name for the 
last four years. But I never had 
a horse worthy of the name. I 
never thought the stable had 
enough momentum, too.” 
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Indeed, Uncle Mo may turn 
out to be a star in a game 
that these days so often lacks 
one. Pletcher has said the colt 
will make two starts before the 
Kentucky Derby, obviously a 
limited campaign. Asked if his 
star would stay around long 
enough for fans to care, Repole 
said he would be the type of 
owner that would keep running 
a special horse if he or she was 
healthy. 

“For racing,” he says, “the 
right owner owns Uncle Mo.” 

Repole cares deeply about 
the game. He has sent sev¬ 
eral horses at the end of their 
careers to horse adoption and 


retirement organizations. He 
also donated $50,000 from 
Uncle Mo’s Breeders’ Cup win 
to several groups. He often 
says horse racing is the worst 
marketed sport in history, but 
these commitments marshal 
evidence to the contrary. 

And Repole is not alone in 
his passion. He had an entou¬ 
rage of 40 family members 
and friends at Churchill Downs 
for the Breeders’ Cup, includ¬ 
ing his wife, Maria, and his 
84-year-old grandmother, with 
whom he remains close. After 
his wife, whom Repole calls his 
first supporter and believer— 
they met when he was 20 and 


she was 19 —he named two 
horses: Stopspendingmaha and 
No Shopping Maria. 

“She’s embraced the 
names,” he says. “Now she’ll 
spend even more on days those 
horses run.” 

In 2008, Repole and his wife 
attended the Kentucky Derby 
for the first time. It was on 
Repole’s bucket list. He pulled 
out all the stops. They sat in the 
suites and used their paddock 
passes to watch the horses sad¬ 
dled before the Derby. 

“I imagined what it would 
be like to come here one day as 
an owner in this race,” he says. 
“I soaked it all in.” 


His wife loved the expe¬ 
rience and expected they’d 
return annually. Not so fast. 
“Next time we come to the 
Kentucky Derby it will be as an 
owner in this race ” he told her. 

If all goes according to 
plan, Repole will have that 
chance in May. With Uncle Mo 
as his stable’s flag bearer, the 
kid from Queens is about to 
take a run at America’s clas¬ 
sics. This past year, Repole 
spent close to $2.25 million 
on yearlings. This is only the 
beginning. Repole is poised to 
become a dominant American 
owner for many years to come. 
Momentum, indeed. ^ 


UNCLE MO’S MATERNAL 
MID-ATLANTIC ROOTS 


B reeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Stakes-G1 winner Uncle 
Mo, the 2-year-old divi¬ 
sion leader and early Kentucky 
Derby-Gl favorite, was foaled 
in Kentucky, but his family 
history counts generations in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

Uncle Mo’s female line 
rose in prominence in the 
early 1990s with the exploits 
of a colt bred and owned 
by Adelaide Riggs, the long¬ 
time Maryland breeder who 
made her home at Happy 
Retreat Farm in Howard 
County. Woods of Windsor, 
a Maryland-bred son of 
Woodman who had cap¬ 
tured the Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes and 
was second in the Devil’s Bag 
Stakes in three starts at 2, was 
set to make a run at the Triple 
Crown in 1993. 

Woods of Windsor was 
out of Cyane’s Slippers (Uncle 
Mo’s third dam). Bred by 
Riggs, Cyane’s Slippers was a 
daughter of Cyane, who held 
court at Blue Ridge Farm in 
Upperville, Va. Her dam, the 
stakes-placed Rollicking mare 
Hot Shppers, had been pur¬ 
chased by Riggs as a brood¬ 
mare prospect in the late 
1970s. 

Bred by Glade Valley 
Farms Inc. in Maryland, Hot 
Slippers made her career 


while racing for Thomas Gari. 
From her first start in May 
1976 at PimUco to her final 
outing in September 1979 at 
Timonium, the durable filly 
went to the post 76 times, 
hitting the board in 27. Her 
juvenile season was by far her 
best when she finished third 
in three stakes-the Bowie 
Kindergarten, PimUco’s Todd¬ 
ler and Delaware Park’s Polly 
Drummond. 

The durable race horse 
was an immediate flop as a 
broodmare, shpping the first 
two times she was bred. Hot 
Shppers finaUy produced her 
first foal, Cyane’s Shppers, 
in 1983. However, Cyane’s 
Shppers didn’t instill confi¬ 
dence in the family when she 
failed to hit the board in nine 
starts. 

And when Hot Shppers 
went through two more 
unproductive years, she was 
sold at the 1985 Maryland 
Sales Agency October mixed 
sale. In foal to Thirty Eight 
Paces, Hot Shppers produced 
her only other foal, Double 
Shppers, the next spring for 
Mrs. Gordon Wheeler. Sold 
as a yearhng to Janet Ways on, 
Double Shppers had a more 
productive racing career than 
her older half-sister, win¬ 
ning or placing in 11 of 26 
starts. She became the dam 


of Group 1 winner Eithan 
(by Pohsh Numbers) and 
stakes-placed First FUng (by 
Woodman). 

Cyane’s Slippers also 
proved a much better brood¬ 
mare than her dam. Her first 
foal was the Northern Jove 
colt Axial Rift, who was mul¬ 
tiple stakes-placed at 2. The 
next two were the winning 
full brothers Wooden Shppers, 
who reahzed a price of 
$200,000 as a 2-year-old at the 
Fasig-Tipton Florida sale, and 
Woods of Windsor. 

Woods of Windsor, 
a $405,000 buy-back at the 
Keeneland July yearhng sale, 
showed classic promise at 3 
when winning the Federico 
Tesio Stakes-G3 at PimUco 
by dayhght as his Preakness 
prep. He then carried 84-year- 
old Adelaide Riggs’s colors 
to the post for the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. Running close up 
in the early stages, he weak¬ 
ened to finish sixth to vic¬ 
torious Prairie Bayou in the 
12-horse field. 

In the five years after deliv¬ 
ering Woods of Windsor, 
Cyane’s Shppers suffered 
through her own reproduc¬ 
tive issues, producing just 
two foals. But one was Dixie 
Shppers (by Maryland-bred 
champion Dixieland Band), 
the second dam of Uncle Mo. 

Maryland veterinarian D. 
Michael Cavey had stepped in 
as advisor for Riggs’s Thor¬ 
oughbred operation and 
became Happy Retreat’s full¬ 


time farm manager in 1990. 
Each of the eight foals Cyane’s 
Shppers produced after Woods 
of Windsor were bred in the 
name of Cavey, as was Dixie 
Shppers’s only foal, Playa 
Maya. A multiple stakes-placed 
daughter of Arch, 11-year-old 
Playa Maya has had three win¬ 
ners from three foals. Con¬ 
signed to the 2010 Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Kentucky November Sale 
in foal to Broken Vow, Playa 
Maya was sold by Cavey for 
$1.65 million the day after 
Uncle Mo’s Breeders’ Cup 
romp. 

Uncle Mo’s female hne 
extends through New Jersey. 
His fifth dam, Miss Fairfield 
(by Fairfield), was bred in 
the Garden State by Peter 
Wilhovsky. 

A resident of Chfton, N.J., 
Wilhovsky became associated 
with the offspring of the mare 
Rosepomp (by Jamestown) 
in the 1950s. With partner 
George Poydance, Wilhovsky 
campaigned Rosepomp’s 1956 
stakes-winning 2-year-old 
gelding, Lucky George, in the 
name of P & W Stable. Lucky 
George was bred in New 
Jersey by his trainer, Everett 
W. King (who later trained 
Hall of Famer Dark Mirage). 

Wilhovsky acquired Rose- 
pomp, a half-sister to five-time 
stakes winner Pomace, and 
bred the next six foals out of 
the mare in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. Miss Fairfield, her 
next-to-last foal, was born in 
1962. / Cindy Deubler 
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First foals of track record-setting 
sprinter and millionaire

Slip Away goes 
all the way 
to championship 


K en Ramsey used to tell 
anyone who would listen 
all about how he got into 
steeplechasing. 

“I sold a champion for 
$5,000 and I'm not about to 
let that happen again” he'd 
say and then launch into the 


achievements of two-time stee¬ 
plechase Eclipse Award winner 
and $592,306-earner Flat Top. 
Ramsey bought him, ran him 
three times on the flat, sold 
him (cheap) and then watched 
him win two Colonial Cups, 
two Grand Nationals and titles 


in 1998 and 2002 for owner 
Nancy Gerry. 

After 2010, Ramsey can tell 
a new story—about Slip Away. 

At the age of 7, the gray 
ran away with the $100,000 
Colonial Cup, the final Grade 
1 jump race of the year on 
November 13 at Springdale 
Race Course in Camden, S.C. 
The win clinched the National 
Steeplechase Association's 
Lonesome Glory Award and 
gained the inside track for the 
Eclipse Award as champion 
steeplechaser. 

The Kentucky-bred son of 
Skip Away shadowed Preemp¬ 
tive Strike for two miles, 
jumped to the front at the 
12th of 17 fences and roared 
through the stretch to win by 
25% lengths. Preemptive Strike 
stayed for second, just ahead of 
Tax Ruling. Ridden by cham¬ 


pion jockey Paddy Young for 
trainer Tom Voss, Slip Away 
covered two and three-quarters 
miles in 5:14.80. 

The lopsided victory hap¬ 
pened because of a combina¬ 
tion of factors-jumping abili¬ 
ty, stamina, tenacity, justice. Slip 
Away came into the race off of 
five consecutive losses, includ¬ 
ing seconds in three Grade 1 
stakes. The year's most consis¬ 
tent stakes horse opened 2010 
by winning the Temple Gwath- 
mey-NSA3, then finished sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 1 Iroquois, 
third in the A.P. Smithwick- 
NSA2, fifth in the New York 
Turf Writers Cup-NSAl, sec¬ 
ond in the Helen Haskell 
Sampson-NSAl and second 
again in the Grade 1 Grand 
National. 

“You always think he's 
going to run well, he always

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runs well” said Voss. “He 
was getting to be the last man 
standing, but he had time off 
and racing doesn't knock him 
out. He was still a fairly fresh 
horse late in the season.” 

Preemptive Strike bounced 
to his usual early lead and was 
followed by Slip Away. The two 
put on a jumping clinic over the 
stiff natural brush fences, lead¬ 
ing Tax Ruling and Swagger 
Stick early. Lead Us Not fell at 
the fifth fence. Red Letter Day 
came down at the sixth. Grand 
National winner Percussionist 
(Ire) and 2009 Colonial Cup 
winner Mixed Up dropped well 
off the pace while laboring 
with the fences. 

Young sent Slip Away to 
die front early and received an 
immediate reward. He rolled 
past Preemptive Strike, gal¬ 
loped strongly around the final 
turn and stoked a gear-shifting, 
race-winning run through the 
stretch. 

“They’re two really good 
jumpers,” said Voss of his 
horse and Preemptive Strike. 
“That was some performance, 
a good enough race on the 
front end, but it was frighten¬ 
ing to watch until he got in 
front. Once he got in front, I 
thought it was all over. He was 
going so easily and jumping 
so well and he was running as 
fast from last fence to wire as 
he was at any part of the race.” 

Shp Away won easily, racing 
off with his first Grade 1 to 
cement a reputation. 

“Every time I get off him 
I know there’s nothing left,” 
said Young, who’d lost all five 
previous rides on the horse. 
“It’s all out there on the course. 
Every time I ride him he gives 
120 percent. He walks away 
with his head down, he gives 
his all. And he keeps getting 
beat. How can it not break his 
heart to walk away like that 
time after time? Today was his 
day. As much as I’m delighted 
to win, I’m just so happy for 
that horse.” 

Slip Away won by using 
his always strong gallop and 
by putting enough distance

between himself and potential 
closers by the stretch. 

“I’ve been saving him all 
the time, in every race, to make 
sure he gets home,” Young 
said. “Today, I was thinking 
flat track, last race, he should 
be able to get there. As tired 
as he’s been before, he’s going 
to be more tired today. It was 
going to take 125 percent. He 
won it easy in the end but he 
still had to give that maximum 
effort to put the pressure on 
the other ones.” 

Ramsey and his wife, Sarah, 
spent $16,000 to buy Slip Away 
as a yearling at Keeneland in 
January 2004, and shipped 
him to Voss as a steeplechase 
prospect two years later. Shp 
Away never raced on the 
flat, and made his jump (and 
career) debut as a 3-year-old 
in November 2006 in the 
Raymond G. Woolfe Memorial 
Stakes. He finished second, 
then lost twice in 2007 (pulled 
up and fell) before missing 
nearly a year with a tendon 
injury sustained in the fall at 
Colonial Downs. 

Shp Away returned in 2008 
and went 5-for-8, mainly at the 
claiming/starter level, including 
two starts for a $15,000 tag and 
one for $10,000. Nobody bit 
on the future champion, who 
stayed with Ramsey and Voss 
and became a stakes horse- 
for good—in 2009 with wins in 
the Zeke Ferguson at Colonial 
and the Noel Laing at Mont¬ 
pelier. 

Then came 2010 and a 
championship. 

In other action at Camden, 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s Demon¬ 
strative sealed the 3-year-old 
hurdle championship by win¬ 
ning the $25,000 Raymond 
Woolfe Memorial for trainer 
Richard Valentine. Purchased 
at Tatters alls in England this 
past July, Demonstrative ral¬ 
lied out of the final turn to 
catch Peace Fire at the last 
fence and win by three and a 
quarter lengths in 4:08.60 for 
two miles. 

Matt McCarron rode the 
winner, whose jump career 


started with a win at Virginia 
Fall in October. In between the 
two wins, he parted company 
with McCarron when struck 
by a rival at the start of the 
Gladstone Hurdle Stakes at Far 
Hills. 

Demonstrative put that 
incident behind him, though 
Valentine sweated the return 
to action. 

“He wasn’t worried about 
it,” Valentine said. ‘We had 
to give him a proper piece of 
work because he missed his 
race. I hate to give them those 
grinding works at home but he 
needed to get tired, needed to 
do something more. He did it 
nicely and then we came here. 
It’s just class. He’s got a ton 
of it.” 

NOVEMBER TO 
REMEMBER 

The month started with 
three meets in as many states 
on November 6 and 7. Pine 
Mountain, Ga., hosted the 
Callaway Gardens Steeplechase, 
headlined by the $75,000 
AFLAC Championship for 
novice hurdlers. Owned by 
Andre Brewster and Sheila 
Williams, All Together avenged 
a narrow defeat at Far Hills 
by outrunning Nationbuilder 
late to win by seven and three- 
quarters lengths. Once part of 
Alan Goldberg’s New Jersey- 
based flat stable, the winner 
covered two and one-quarter 


miles in 3:55.80. Nationbuilder, 
who defeated All Together by 
a nose at Far Hills, settled for 
second, with Complete Zen 
third. 

All Together improved to 
2-for-7 on the year over jumps 
and sewed up the NS A novice 
championship with $80,000 in 
earnings, tops among horses 
who started the year as maid¬ 
en hurdlers. Trained by Jack 
Fisher, All Together won three 
times on the flat in 2009 and 
broke his hurdle maiden at 
Penn National in June before 
two dismal starts at Saratoga 
(one where he lost both hind 
shoes). Fisher credited some 
back treatment with helping 
All Together bounce back to 
form this fall-a flat win at 
Monmouth Park in September 
and the two solid hurdle starts. 

“At Penn National, he did 
it in such an impressive style, I 
thought he could really take off 
and go places,” said Aizpuru. 
“Then he was so disappoint¬ 
ing at Saratoga, but he ran so 
badly that I knew it couldn’t be 
him. I knew he was better than 
that. Jack and his team have got 
him right and he hasn’t looked 
back.” 

The jockey halted a tough 
spell of his own, winning for 
the first time since All 
Together’s score at Penn 
National. 

“I was beginning to wonder 
what that felt like,” he said. 
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“These things happen in rac¬ 
ing. Jack hasn’t had the stock 
he’s had in previous years, 
which I guess is going to hap¬ 
pen sometimes. It was a very 
good day.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Jayeff 
B Stables, All Together is a son 
of Danzig and a half-brother 
to Grade 1 steeplechase winner 
Arcadius. For his breeder, All 
Together made seven starts (all 
losses) as a 3-year-old in 2008, 
but opened 2009 with three 
consecutive wins at Monmouth 


and Delaware Park. Fisher 
bought the bay powerhouse 
toward the end of 2009. 

Also at Callaway, Maryland- 
based owner/trainer Jazz 
Napravnik sent out Farah T 
Salute to win the $30,000 
Crown Royal Stakes for fillies/ 
mares. Farah T Salute (Aiz- 
puru) rated off the pace of 
The Manner Born, approached 
the lead at the second-last, and 
prevailed by a half length in 
4:01.60 for two and a quarter 
miles. The Manner Born was a 


clear second, with Lonesome 
Nun rallying for third. 

Third behind stablemate 
Green Velvet at Far Hills, Farah 
T Salute won for the first time 
in six 2010 starts. 

“She was brilliant. She 
always is,” said Aizpuru. “She’s 
such a darling to have anything 
to do with because she always 
tries her very best. Luckily her 
best race was good enough to 
win the race. She’s been knock¬ 
ing at the door all year, giving 
away weight to decent mares. 


It’s nice when a horse who 
gives you everything every time 
gets a reward.” 

Napravnik, sister to flat 
jockey Anna Rose, also bred the 
winner-a daughter of Thor¬ 
oughbred three-day event stal¬ 
lion Boy Done Good and the 
Christopher R. mare Farah’s 
Moment. 

Up the road in Orange, Va., 
James Madison’s former home 
Montpelier hosted the annual 
Montpelier Hunt Races. The 
headlining $40,000 Noel Laing

and a third. Seconds came in 
Grade 1 stakes. Keeneland 
yearling purchase never raced 
on the flat and made three 
claiming starts over jumps in 
2008. Official champion will 
be determined by Eclipse 
Award voting. 

Owner: Irv Naylor. The 
York, Pa., resident captured 
his first NS A crown with 
$329,300, edging past Bill 
Pape on the season’s final day. 
Naylor pushed his timber-cen¬ 
tric stable toward hurdle racing 
a few years ago and has been 
rewarded. Tax Ruling won the 
Grade 1 Iroquois in 2010 and 
proved to be competitive in 
other major stakes, including a 
third in the Colonial Cup. Irish 
import Decoy Daddy picked 
up a key late-season stakes 
win. Old standby Patriot’s 
Path held up the timber side, 
winning three stakes late in 


the season. Naylor won 12 
races from 84 starts by 31 
individual horses prepared by 
several trainers. 

Trainer: Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard. Hall of Famer picked 
up another season honor, to 
make it an even two dozen 
in the races-won category 
and 25 on the earnings side. 
Won the 1,000th jump race of 
his career as part of 26-win 
season that also generated 
$809,930 in purse money. 
Stable stars Arcadius, Sermon 
of Love, Divine Fortune and 
Lead Us Not led the way for 
the Pennsylvania-based horse¬ 
man, who won his first NS A 
training crown in 1970. 

Jockey: Paddy Young. 
The Irishman ruled for the 
second consecutive year with 
20 wins and $648,500 from 
104 rides—all three numbers 
tops on the circuit. Rode first- 
call for trainer Tom Voss, for 
whom he guided Slip Away 
to four Grade 1 wins or plac- 
ings. Also won two timber 
stakes with Bubble Economy, 
the Carolina Cup with Spy in 
the Sky and the Imperial Cup 
with Torlundy. 

Novice: All Together, b.g., 
2005, Danzig—Unify, by 
Farm a Way. Bred by Jayeff B 
Stables (Ky.); owned by Andre 
Brewster and Sheila Williams; 
trained by Jack Fisher; rid¬ 
den by Xavier Aizpuru and 
Willie Dowling. Won twice in 


seven jump starts as part of 
standout rookie season. Broke 
hurdle maiden in third start (at 
Penn National in June), suf¬ 
fered through two poor tries 
at Saratoga before rebounding 
at season’s end. Final three 
starts included a flat win at 
Monmouth in September, a 
nose defeat in the Foxbrook 
at Far Hills in October and a 
runaway score in the AFLAC 
Supreme Hurdle at Callaway 
Gardens in November. 

Timber: Bubble Economy, 
b.g., 1999, Rakeen—Buffels, 
by Vaal Reef. Bred by Dr. 
and Mrs. Timothy Gardner 
and Mr. and Mrs. Rick Abbott 
(Pa.); owned by Arcadia 
Stable; trained by Jack Fisher; 
ridden by Paddy Young. 
Veteran won his third division 
crown based on busy spring 
that consisted of a second, 
by a head, in the My Lady’s 
Manor and $75,000 wins in 
the Virginia Gold Cup and 
Mason Houghland Memorial. 
The two wins (which came 
a week apart) and $95,400 in 
earnings added to a career that 
started on the flat at Aqueduct 
in 2001. The $50,000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale graduate 
has made 54 lifetime starts 
(flat and jumps) with 14 wins, 
14 seconds, seven thirds and 
$444,950 earned. 

Filly/mare: Ptarmigan, gr./ 
ro.m., 2006, Unbridled Jet— 


Flaine, by Chenin Blanc. Bred 
by Eve Fout (Pa.); owned by 
Maggie Bryant; trained by 
Doug Fout; ridden by Jeff 
Murphy. Burst on the scene 
with a runaway maiden score 
(against males) at Stoneybrook 
and an even better allowance 
victory (over fillies/mares) at 
Foxfield. Clinched champion¬ 
ship with nose victory in the 
Guelph Stakes at Monmouth 
in September. 

Three-year-old: Demon¬ 
strative, b.g., Elusive Quality— 
Loving Pride, by Quiet Ameri¬ 
can. Bred by Gainsborough 
Farm LLC (Ky.); owned by 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom; trained 
by Richard Valentine; ridden 
by Matt McCarron. Easily the 
best freshman jumper of the 
season with victories in two of 
his three starts. The defeat can 
be excused as he took one step 
before being run into by 
another horse and losing his 
jockey. Tatters alls July 2010 
Sales purchase put in a pol¬ 
ished performance in the Ray¬ 
mond Woolfe at the Colonial 
Cup to close the season. 

Additional awards: Roddy 
Mackenzie (apprentice jock¬ 
ey), Darren Nagle (amateur 
jockey), Ivan Dowling (high- 
weight amateur timber jock¬ 
ey), Irv Naylor (leading timber 
owner), Jack Fisher (leading 
timber trainer), Paddy Young 
(leading timber jockey). Lead 
Us Not (claimer of the year). 
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Stakes over the traditional 
brush course lured a field of 
seven, including two from the 
Grade 1 Grand National two 
weeks earlier. They finished 
one-two, but it was no contest 
as Decoy Daddy (Ire) ran away 
from Dictina’s Boy while win¬ 
ning by 25/4 lengths for Irv 
Naylor and trainer Desmond 
Fogarty Jeff Murphy rode the 
winner, an 8-year-old Irish 
import who finished a tired 
seventh in the Grand National 
in his U.S. debut. 

Decoy Daddy was anything 
but tired at Montpelier, blazing 
away from the field in the final 
half mile while getting two and 
a half miles in 5:17.20. Fifth in 
the Grand National, Dictina’s 
Boy rallied late to nip The Price 
of Love for second. 

“Fitness, that’s all it was,” 
said Fogarty. <f When he first 
landed at the farm and had 
the first gallop he was blowing 
more than you’d want. He had 
a fall in his last race in Ireland 
(on September 12) and I think 
he missed some training. I said 
at Far Hills he might come up a 
little short and he did. He was 
right there on the turn and then 
just didn’t finish up as well. He 
just needed the run and he was 
much better for it today.” 

Naylor purchased the win¬ 
ner from Irish owner Paddy 
Kehoe, who won the richest 
jump race in North American 
history when Grabel (GB) took 
the $750,000 Dueling Grounds 
International in 1990. 

A day later, timber horses 
went to the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup near Unionville for a 
three-race card, and Patriot’s 
Path completed his rehabilita¬ 
tion into a major division player 
with a victory in the Hunt Cup. 
Trained by Fogarty for Naylor, 
the veteran fell heavily at the 
last fence of the 2009 edition 
and was obviously affected 
through four losses to open the 
2010 season. Revitalized this fall, 
Patriot’s Path won the Genesee 
Valley and New Jersey Hunt 
Cups in October and added 
Pennsylvania in November. 

He had to work for it— 
reaching the last fence in a 



weekend. Tax Ruling’s third in 
the Colonial Cup tipped the 
scales, giving Naylor his first 
NS A owner championship. 

“Old Tax Ruling came 
through for us,” Naylor said. 
“He had a lot of help along the 
way, and it’s a humbling accom¬ 
plishment. Being leading owner 
was never really in my spec¬ 
trum of goals because timber 
racing was what I knew, what 
I understood and what I had 
been involved with all my life.” 

Naylor expanded his atten¬ 
tion toward hurdle racing—in 
part due to a new business 
plan drawn up in response to 
an Internal Revenue Service 
audit—and wound up with a 
Grade 1 winner in Tax Ruling, 
along with other successes.

four-way battle with pacesetter 
Bon Caddo, Professor Maxwell 
and Haddix. With most in 
attendance holding their 
breath, Patriot’s Path touched 
down safely, dug in against a 
game Bon Caddo, and won by 
a length. Darren Nagle rode the 
winner, who finished 2010 with 
$77,500 in earnings. 

“No horse deserves it 
more,” said Nagle afterward. 
“He has run a great race around 
here twice [he was second in 
2008 in addition to the fall late 
in the 2009 running] but he’s 
never gotten the money. He 
met the last today the exact 


same way, but today he went 
ahead and did it.” 

Patriot’s Path continues 
the success of two old Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred stalwarts 
as a son of Carnivalay out 
of a Salutely mare (Rode to 
Nowhere). Jeremy Gillam bred 
the now 11 -year-old, who raced 
on the flat and over hurdles 
with limited success before 
finding timber. 

Chasing Bill Pape in the 
owners’ standings, Naylor’s 
horses won three races and 
earned $60,500 during the two 
days to narrow the gap to less 
than $2,000 heading to the final 


Mid-Atlantic-bred success 
in November came from stakes 
winner Farah T Salute (Mary¬ 
land), Montpelier claiming win¬ 
ner Expel (Virginia), Maggie 
Bryant’s homebred timber win¬ 
ner G’day G’day (Maryland), 
timber stakes winner Patriot’s 
Path (Maryland). . . The NSA 
racing program felt the effects 
of the economy and similar 
reductions within all of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing with total 2010 
purses amounting to $4,390,370 
-down more than $550,000 
from 2009 (about 11 percent). 
A total of 190 individual races 
were carded, down from 203 in 
2009, while individual horses 
were down 39 to 490. ^

MONMOUTH 
PARK’S FUTURE 
CLOUDED 
DESPITE 
STRONG GAINS

T he close of the Monmouth 
Park meet on November 
21 should have been 
accompanied by optimism 
and fanfare. Spread over 
seven months, New Jersey's 
experiment with fewer days 
(from 140 in 2009 to 71 in 
2010) and larger purses was 
by many accounts an unquali¬ 
fied success. Field sizes and 
handle ballooned, particularly 
at the 49-day summer meet 
during which nearly $800,000 
in purses was awarded daily. 
The 22-day fall meet, relocated 
from the Meadowlands and 
held on weekends, also showed 
significant gains. 

Instead, the mood was 
punched through with doom 
and gloom. The week before 
the meet ended, Jon Hanson, 
chairman of the Governor's 
Advisory Commission on 
Gaming, Sports and Enter¬ 
tainment, advised Gov. Chris 
Christie that the state sell 
Monmouth Park and convert 
the Meadowlands into an off¬ 
track betting facility. 

Hanson recommended a 
six-day Standardbred meet at 
the Meadowlands in August 
2011; harness racing would 
then relocate to Monmouth for 
30 days in the fall of 2011 and 
70 days in subsequent years, 
a scenario that would almost 
certainly end harness racing in 
New Jersey. 

Under Hanson's plan, 
Monmouth would run a 59-day 
Thoroughbred meet in 2011

and beyond. Future funding for 
Monmouth's high purses was 
unsettled at the end of this 
year's meet, more fuel for the 
gloomy view 

The less-is-more philoso¬ 
phy at Monmouth Park played 
out as its supporters hoped. In 
2009, handle for Thoroughbred 
racing at Monmouth and 
the Meadowlands totaled 
$354,867,156. In 2010, with 
nearly half the dates, total 
handle reached $477,375,167. 
On-track handle was a wash: 
$44,623,515 in 2009 versus 
$44,153,896 in 2010. 

The 21-day fall meet, 
which ran on weekends 
from September 11 through 
November 21, saw an aver¬ 
age daily handle of $3,841,848 
($299,778 on track) and atten¬ 
dance of 4,277. By compari¬ 
son, for the 47 live dates at the 
Meadowlands in 2009, average 
daily handle was $1,342,884 
($139,378 on track) and atten¬ 
dance was 3,325. Average field 
size in the fall went from 7.29 
to 8.81 per race. 

a It's clear that concentrat¬ 
ing Thoroughbred racing at 
Monmouth Park proved a very 
wise investment," said Dennis 
Robinson, chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, the 
state agency that operates the 
tracks. 

On the final Saturday of 
the meet, November 20, the 
$70,000 Frisk Me Now Stakes 
drew a field of eight, includ¬ 
ing local graded winners Gone 
Astray (2010 Salvator Mile-G3) 
and Chirac (2009 Iselin-G3). 
Sent off the even-money favor¬ 
ite, Paul Pompa's lightly raced 
Well Positioned held back 
those two in an exciting finish 
to earn his first career stakes 
victory at the age of 4. 

Chirac set the pace and 
Well Positioned tracked him 
down the backstretch. In lesser 
hands than Paco Lopez, Well 
Positioned would not have 
won. Midway down the back- 
stretch, longshot At the Disco 
sprinted to the lead, and Well

Positioned was eager to duel 
with those two. Lopez tugged 
him back. 

Showing patience, Well 
Positioned made his move 
after Chirac at the eighth pole, 
with Gone Astray surging from 
behind. Lopez prevented his 
horse from lugging in and they 
grinded past Chirac late and 
held back Gone Astray. A head 
and a nose separated the top 
three. Well Positioned ran the 
mile and 70 yards in 1:41.28. 

Well Positioned, a son of 
Awesome Again out of the 
Holy Bull mare Taxible, was 
bred by Frank Stronach's 
Adena Springs in Ontario. 
Pompa purchased the bay colt 
for $340,000 as a 2-year-old at 
the 2008 Adena Springs March 
sale. The Frisk Me Now was 
Well Positioned's third win in 
a row, following two allowance 
scores in New York for trainer 
Richard Dutrow. 

Carlos Marquez Jr. chose 
wisely in the $70,000 Honey 
Bee Stakes on November 
21, the closing-day feature. 
Marquez was named on both 
halves of the Alan Goldberg- 
trained entry, Check Point and 
Stage Trick, both owned by 
Richard Santulli. 

Stage Trick looked tike 
the slightly stronger half, but 
Marquez picked Check Point, 
who had finished second in a 
division of the Rosenna Stakes 
at Delaware Park on October

11. Stage Trick had won the 
other division. Gabriel Saez, 
who rode Check Point that day, 
ended up on Stage Trick in the 
Honey Bee. 

Marquez kept Check Point 
well behind the pace, of which 
Stage Trick was a part, and cir¬ 
cled the field six-wide turning 
for home. Check Point swept 
past Debonair Darling, who 
had briefly made the lead, and 
drew off to win by a com¬ 
fortable length and a quar¬ 
ter. Ask the Moon nosed out 
Nicksappealinglady for third, 
and Stage Trick finished fifth in 
a field of nine. 

Check Point covered the 
mile in 1:36.92. It was her sixth 
win in 20 starts, and second 
win of her 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign. Bred in Kentucky, she is 
by Posse out of the Rahy mare 
Turning Point. 

In the $70,000 Rutgers 
Stakes for 3-year-olds on 
November 6, Soaring Empire 
closed as if shot out of a can¬ 
non to catch pacesetter Wildcat 
Frankie in the final strides of 
the six-furlong race. At the 
eighth pole Soaring Empire 
trailed the field, more than 
eight lengths behind Wildcat 
Frankie. His finish was as 
fast as any seen all meet. The 
final time for six furlongs was 
1:08.27. 

“I didn't think he'd get 
up," said winning trainer Cam 
Gambolati. “I didn't think he 


could make that kind of run. 
There was so much speed in 
here to set up it up for him, but 
I never thought he'd be that 
far behind. He's been working 
unbelievably. Hopefully every- 
thing goes good and we move 
forward with him." 

Wildcat Frankie set some 
of the swiftest fractions of 
the meet-:21.65 and :43.71- 
through the first half. Partyall- 
nighdong tried to chase him 
down past the eighth pole, but 
Wildcat Frankie looked home 
clear, still three lengths in front. 
Then Soaring Empire and 
Pablo Fragoso, some dozen 
lengths behind early, closed 
from off the screen. 

Soaring Empire, a son of 
Empire Maker out of the A.P. 
Indy mare Flying Passage, was 
bred in Kentucky by Emory 
Hamilton. Rick Pitino's Ol 
Memorial Stable and C.E. 
Glasscock own the colt. He 
was expected to return in the 
Cigar Mile-Gl at Aqueduct. 

A pair of local fillies fetched 
six figures at the Keeneland 
November sale. Multiple stakes 
winner Lady Alexander, this 
year's Red Cross and Regret 
winner, topped the November 
10 session after being pur¬ 
chased for $410,000 by 
Louisiana breeders/owners 
Ginger and Keith Myers. 

Joining Lady Alexander 
was Noisy Feet, who won the 
College of New Jersey Stakes 


in the fall by a half length over 
Lady Alexander. She sold for 
$200,000 to agent Vin Cox. 

Lady Alexander raced as a 
4-year-old at Monmouth last 
year in the colors of Blue 
Star Stable and was trained by 
Bruce Alexander. A daugh¬ 
ter of Exchange Rate, she 
earned $369,008 and won 
five stakes in New Jersey. 
Glenn Delahoussaye, trainer 
and racing manager for the 
Myers es, encouraged them 
to aim high when bidding for 
her. Delahoussaye said Lady 
Alexander would run in the 
Southwest, at Fair Grounds, 
Oaklawn, and possibly slots- 
rich Delta Downs, until she's 
retired to the Myerses' small 
breed-to-race broodmare band 
in Sunset, La.

John 
Brunetti's Red Oak Stable, 
Sacco's principal owner, and 
Patricia Generazio led own¬ 
ers, each with seven wins. Ufa 


F rancis (Tres) Abbott III 

has traveled the world to 
learn the trade and art 
of training race horses. The 
Pennsylvanian studied with 
Todd Pletcher in America, Sir 
Michael Stoute in England, 
Aidan O'Brien and Ted Walsh 
in Ireland. The apprenticeship 
is over. 

Abbott, 27, hung his shingle 
in September and bedded down 
seven horses in (uncle) Michael 
Moran's stable at Fair Hill 


Training Center, then prompt¬ 
ly went out and won his first 
race with his first starter. On 
November 18, Pink Palace cut 
the ribbon on Abbott's career 
with a handy maiden special 
weight win under Forest Boyce. 
The victory was also a mile¬ 
stone for Boyce—her 100th on 
the year. 

Abbott learned the game 
from Inis dad, Francis (Franny) 
Abbott Jr., who served as stew¬ 
ard at the National Steeplechase 


Association meets and owns 
Abbott Bloodstock. 

“It was a little surreal walk¬ 
ing over with my first runner,” 
Abbott said. “Dad came down 
with me. There wasn't any way 
he was going to miss it." 

Owned by the Brushwood 
Stable of Abbott's grandmoth¬ 
er Betty Moran, Pink Palace 
cost $950,000 at the 2008 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. By Empire Maker, she 
is a half-sister to graded 
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stakes winner Melhor Ainda 
from a prominent family of 
Argentinian runners; her dam, 
Potrinner (Arg), is a Group 1 
winner as well as a multiple 
stakes producer. 

In four starts for Stoute 
in England, Pink Palace mus¬ 
tered a second, third, fifth and 
seventh on the turf. She fin¬ 
ished fifth against the boys at 
Sandown Park on September 
10 before joining Abbott’s 
string at Fair Hill. On the dirt 
for the first time and treated 
with Lasix for the first time, 
Pink Palace drew off to win by 
nearly three lengths. 

“IPs a great start. It’s a lit¬ 
tle weight off my shoulders. 
After spending so much time 
in England and Ireland, I had 
to make the leap eventually. It 
was a big decision, financially, 
but it’s something I’ve always 
wanted to do,” Abbott said. 
“I’ve always loved the horses. 
There were a few events this 
summer that made me wake up 
and realize it was time I went 
out on my own. I got away 
from the training side of it and 
the hands-on and realized how 
much I missed it. It’s what I 
had to do.” 

Abbott worked for Moran 
during summers before going 
to Richmond, the American 
International University in 
London. While racing in 
England, he began to think 
about training as a career. 

“I fell back in love with it 
because it’s so big over there 
and they’ve got such good rac¬ 
ing. It was an easy decision to 
make once I finished univer¬ 
sity,” Abbott said. “The biggest 
benefit to me staying over there 
was to learn to train horses 
without medication, without 
the vet, to pay attention to the 
small things. Hopefully I can 
apply that here, then the addi¬ 
tion of Lasix and those sort of 
things will only help me.” 

Abbott met Pink Palace 
when she was a 2-year-old at 
Stoute’s yard. 

“She was a big, backward 
2-year-old but he always liked 


her, which gave me some con¬ 
fidence when she came over,” 
Abbott said. “I’ve got a lot of 
well-wishers from over there, 
everybody in the yard. They’ve 
been behind me and they know 
the horse so it’s been a lot of 
fun.” 

Owner Richard Santulli 
and trainer Alan Goldberg 
achieved an important victory 
when favorite Pin Turn (GB) 
won a maiden turf sprint on 
November 13. The daughter of 
Pivotal is out of South African 
champion Ipi Tombe (Zim), 
and “winner at 4” will help her 
catalog page. In her 11th try 
against maiden special weight 
company, Pin Turn scored by 
a nose under Luis Garcia, who 
negotiated a wide trip in the 
five and a half-furlong contest. 

Pin Turn had some tough 
defeats earlier in the season, 
failing to get home by a head, 
a neck and another neck at 
Philadelphia Park, Saratoga and 
Laurel. 

Ipi Tombe, bred in Zim¬ 
babwe, won the South African 
Fillies Guineas-Gl and the 
Durban July Handicap-Gl, 
defeating older males, for 
trainer Mike De Kock. Barry 
Irwin’s Team Valor put togeth¬ 
er a partnership, buying her and 
sending her to Dubai where 
she beat males in the Dubai 
Duty Free Stakes-G1 in 2003. 
She won the Locust Grove 


Handicap-G3 at Churchill 
Downs before being retired. 
SantuUi and Barry Weisbord 
bought her, in foal to Sadler’s 
Wells, atTattersalls in 2004. Pin 
Turn is her second foal. 

“The mare’s had two foals 
to race. The first one won first 
time out in New York and 
looked like a pretty nice horse. 
[Pin Turn] tries. She’s had some 
physical issues but I like her,” 
Goldberg said. “It was nice to 
win a race with her. She was 
running pretty good numbers 
to keep getting beat. It just 
seemed like something kept 
jumping up and running a good 
race. This filly’s retired. We’ll 
probably breed her to some¬ 
thing foreign and sell her.” 

Katrina Becker’s Druid 
Dancer won a turf maiden 
special weight on November 12 
for trainer Dr. John Fisher and 
jockey Horacio Karamanos. 
The daughter of Lion Hearted 
notched the victory by three- 
quarters of a length. Making 
her seventh career start at 3, 
Druid Dancer was due to break 
out of the maiden ranks after 
four consecutive seconds on 
the turf. 

The race was a simple maid¬ 
en turf race—to the public. To 
the trainer—it was goodbye. 
After a long and successful 
career, Fisher announced his 
retirement from training. (See 
article on page 10.)

Tenth Wish, bred by 
Bryant, won his second race 
in as many starts when cap¬ 
turing an allowance turf as a 
3-year-old facing older rivals 
on November 11. Joe Rocco Jr. 
guided the son of Rock Hard 
Ten to victory by two and a 
half lengths. Tenth Wish is out 
of graded stakes winner Betty’s 
Wish (by Gold Case). 

Bryant and Sheppard sent 
out another impressive turf 
winner at the meet when 
Maryland-bred Royal Fling 
Shot scored in maiden special 
weight company on November 
10 in his second career start as 
a 3-year-old. Rocco Jr. had his 
hands full late as the son of 
Royal Academy drifted right 
from a left-handed whip and 
drifted left from a right-handed 
whip. He didn’t need either 
as he waltzed home to win by 
two lengths. Bryant bred Royal 
Fling Shot from the stakes- 
placed Woodman mare First 
Fling, a half-sister to Group 1 
winner Eithan. 

Sudden Shift upset an 
allowance race on November 
18, rallying from last to win 
by a length for owner Helen 
Kondor and trainer Amanda 
Kondor. 

The winner had competed 
almost exclusively in claiming 
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company up to that point in his 
4-year-old season, going 2-for- 
12 against $5,000 to $10,000 
claimers. Based at Delaware, 
Sudden Shift exited a neck 
defeat against $10,000 horses 
on November 1 at Delaware. 
The son of Toccet improved 
his career mark to 4-for-28. 

Jockey Forest Boyce and 
trainer Dickie Small continued 
their successful partnership 
with a handy win by 2-year-old 
first-time starter Side by Side 
on November 13. Showing 11 
breezes for her debut, Robert 
E. Meyerhoff’s Fitzhugh LLC 
homebred broke from the rail 
and gamely did her job. She 
shot straight to the lead, batded 
with Malibu Beach Bunny the 
entire six-furlong trip, and won 
by a neck.

Jenkins risked him for $25,000 
and $30,000 tags in his first two 
starts of 2010. He’s won his last 
two starts. 

Glennie Martin’s homebred 
Music Please continued her 
undefeated career when rallying 
to win the seven-furlong allow¬ 
ance by a head. The daugh¬ 
ter of Bowman’s Band is out 
of Martin’s stakes winner and 
multiple stakes producer Lady 
Beaumont (by Lord Gaylord). 

Music Please won her career 
debut as a 3-year-old on Octo¬ 
ber 20. 


Trainer Tim Tullock engi¬ 
neered a double on November 
11 when sending out two 
2-year-old first-time starters, 
both homebred geldings by 
Petionville, for Everest Stable. 

No Easy Answer crushed 
six rivals when winning by 
five lengths under Malcolm 
Franklin. Five races later, 
Franklin and Tullock teamed 
up to win the second division 
of the maiden with Regal 
Revenge, who scored by four 
lengths. 

Both colts went through 
the sales ring at Keeneland in 
2009, and were bought back by 
the breeder—No Easy Answer 
for $15,000 and Regal Revenge 
for $8,500. They took home a 
total of $31,920 for their two 
maiden wins. ^

Her credentials 
were such that upon gradu¬ 
ation from the riding school 
she apprenticed as an exercise 
rider with Hall of Fame train¬ 
er Todd Pletcher. After a year 
with Pletcher, riding at Palm 


Meadows, Saratoga, Keeneland 
and Churchill Downs, McMani¬ 
gell took out her apprentice 
jockey license, and rode her 
first race at Churchill Downs 
last year. 

“I had Calvin Borel on my 
inside, and Julien Leparoux 
on my outside,” recalled 
McManigell of her first race. 
“So that was a really neat expe¬ 
rience. Chris McCarron was 
there and my family and friends 
all came out to watch. We fin¬ 
ished last, but it was a really 
great experience, although I 
remember it all happened so 
fast.” 

McManigell’s first career 
winner came at Tampa Bay 
Downs, where she piloted Real

DELAWARE 
PARK’S 2010 
MEET SHOWS 
UPWARD TREND

W hen the final race was in 
the books for Delaware 
Park’s 113-day meet 
that ended on November 6, 
total handle (on-track and 
simulcast) showed a 7.16 per¬ 
cent increase over the 2009 live 
racing meet. 

In addition, the average 
handle per day (on-track and 
simulcast) was up 3.36 percent. 

Total handle (with four 
more racing days than in 2009) 
reached $181,071,299; daily 
average was $1,602,401, com¬ 
pared with $1,550,256 in 2009. 

“We are very happy with 
the figures from our live rac¬ 
ing meet,” said John Mooney, 
Delaware Park’s executive vice- 
president of racing. “In the 
face of increased competition 
on the East Coast, [racing sec- 


LLC, Coax Liberty passed

Anna Napravnik enjoyed 
a banner meet, becoming the 
first female jockey to win a 
Delaware Park riding title. 
The 22-year-old native of 
Norristown, N.J., notched her 
1,000th career win at the track 
on October 27. 

“I think the best word that 
describes my meet here at 
Delaware is consistency,” said 
Napravnik. “I think of improv¬ 
ing, working harder and harder 
each race, each meet and each 
year.” 

In 2009, Napravnik finished 
second in the Delaware Park 
jockeys’ standings; she was 
sixth in 2008. 

Napravnik won 126 races 
from 529 starts, while runner- 


up Jeremy Rose captured 105 
races from 397 starts. Gabriel 
Saez was third, with 89 wins 
from 556 starts. 

Juan Vazquez, who domi¬ 
nated the trainers’ standings 
all season, coasted under the 
wire the easy winner of the 
2010 training crown, winning 
83 races from 259 starts, a 32 
percent winning rate. Horses 
trained by Vazquez won more 
than $1.3 million in purses. 

On closing day, November 
6, Vazquez saddled three win¬ 
ners, including King Star’s 
Marvel Wood, who captured a 
six-furlong starter allowance as 
the heavy favorite. 

Vazquez’s main client is 
Florence Patitucci, who fin¬ 
ished second in the owners’ 
rankings, one win behind Mid¬ 
west Thoroughbreds. From 
151 starts, Patitucci’s horses 
won 43 races, finished in the 
money 48 times, and earned 
just shy of $800,000 (to lead 
all owners by money won). 
Patitucci made a run of the 
win title on the final day, with 
five starters, resulting in one 
win, two seconds and a third. 

Midwest Thoroughbreds 
Inc., the stable name of Chi¬ 
cago-are a residents Richard 
and Karen Papiese, took the 
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R.D. BOWMAN & SONS, INC. 


owners' title with a record of 
44-26-27 from 161 starts. Their 
horses earned $627,806. 

Papiese, who operates 
Midwest Store Fixtures in 
University Park, Ill., led the 
nation in number of wins 
through November 19, with 
292. He and his wife own a 
137-acre facility in Anthony, 
Fla., and were closing in on the 
$4 million mark in earnings for 
the year. 

Among trainers stabled 
on the grounds and starting 
75 horses or more, Anthony 
Dutrow finished the year with 
the highest win percentage. 
Dutrow's horses won 40 of 
104 races, a 38 percent rate, 
and he achieved a remarkable 
70 percent in-the-money rate. 

Scott Lake won 51 races 
from 147 starts, or 35 percent, 
with a 62 percent in-the-money 
rate. 

In 2009, Jer-Mar Stable's 
Win Willy stamped himself 
as a Triple Crown contender 
when he captured the Grade 
2 Rebel Stakes at Oaklawn 
Park, upsetting favored Old 
Fashioned with a last-to-first 
burst that rewarded his backers 
with a $115 pari-mutuel payoff. 

But the McLean Robertson 
trainee's sophomore season was 
cut short when a hairline frac¬ 
ture was found in his left front 
ankle while he was prepping 
for the Kentucky Derby-Gl at 
Churchill Downs. 

Robertson was disappoint¬ 
ed in missing out on his first 
Derby starter but said, “It's not 
a tough decision if you're doing 
the tight thing for the horse." 

After some time off to 
recover, Win Willy returned to 
racing with a bang last season, 
finishing second in the Grade 
2 Oaklawn Handicap and two 
other stakes, and winning the 
$125,000 Brandywine Stakes at 
Delaware Park on October 30. 

In the Brandywine, the son 
of Monarchos scored by a 
length over Not Abroad, with 
In the Juice third. The favorite 
in the field of seven with Abel 
Castellano Jr. in the irons, Win 
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Willy covered the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:42.95. 

From 13 career starts, the 
Overbrook Farm-bred colt 
has won five times and earned 
$507,952. 

Jer-Mar Stable is the sta¬ 
ble name of Jerome and 
Martha Myers, who hail from 
Minneapolis, Minn. 

Featured event on the 
11-race closing day card was 
the $50,000 Justakiss Stakes for 


fillies and mares at a mile and 
a sixteenth. The winner was 
Mercedes Stables LLC’s home¬ 
bred Spacy Tracy, a daughter 
of Awesome Again trained by 
Anthony Dutrow. 

Under a heady ride by 
Jeremy Rose, Spacy Tracy 
stalked pacesetter Me Victory, 
engaged that rival with a quar¬ 
ter mile to run, then poked her 
head in front in deep stretch 
to edge away late and win by

1:43.69. 

The win was the fourth 
from six starts during Spacy 
Tracy’s 5-year-old campaign, 
and her first stakes victory. The 
ultra-consistent mare returned 
three weeks later at Aqueduct 
to capture the Grade 2 Top 
Flight Handicap, boosting her 
record to six wins and three 
seconds from 10 starts, for 
earnings of $240,690.

The now 5-year-old son 
of Werblin won or placed in 
nine of 16 starts last season, 
through November 6, when 
he just lasted to take a starter 
allowance at one mile under 
jockey Abel Castellano Jr. 

Grabbing the lead from the 
start, the gelding opened up 
a six-length advantage after a 
half mile, had a nearly four- 
length lead in midstretch, and 
then held on despite bearing 
out to win by three-quarters of 
a length over the rallying Chan- 
ningstown in 1:39.68. 

Philly Bound earned 
$14,400 to push his 2010 earn¬ 
ings to $109,978. Lifetime, he 


has won nine of 34 starts, and 
$237,128. 

In his first two starts of 
2010, Philly Bound cam¬ 
paigned for owner Michael Gill 
and trainer Anthony Adamo, 
neither of whom is currently 
eligible to run horses at Penn 
National. Shuman took over 
Philly Bound’s training in early 
March. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Gilbert G. Campbell, Philly 
Bound is out of the Real Quiet 
mare Candid Lady. 

In an allowance/optional 
claiming field full of veteran 
stakes performers, D J’s Storm 
proved best by eight and a 
quarter lengths on November 6. 

The daughter of Stormy 
Atlantic had no trouble zip¬ 
ping to the lead immediately 
after the break, angling to the 
rail, and coasting home unchal¬ 
lenged in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth contest under jockey 
Thomas Clifton. 

Among the also-rans were 
two horses who finished sec¬ 
ond and third, respectively, in 
the $75,000 Ligature Stakes 
at Penn National on October 
15: former Philadelphia 

Park Horse of the Year and 
$525,685-earner Speechifying, 
and Patton’s Passion. 

Owner Anthony L. Roman 
Jr. claimed the now 5-year-old 
D J’s Storm for $12,500 on 
June 30 at Penn National, and 
in her very next start, on July 
15, she repaid him with a big 


score in an allowance race at 
Penn, worth $19,200 to the 
winner. 

Trained by Tim Kreiser, 
D J’s Storm is a Kentucky-bred 
out of the Prized mare Lady 
Cara. Lifetime, she has won six 
of 21 starts, and $98,953. 

Robert Szeyller’s homebred 
Andrew L, a 3-year-old fac¬ 
ing older runners, walloped a 
group of 10 foes in an allow¬ 
ance the night of November 5, 
opening up a 10-length lead in 
midstretch with jockey Clinton 
Potts aboard and then coming 
home nine lengths in front of 
Mystic Harbor. 

It was only the fourth career 
start for Andrew L, a son of 
Wheaton out of Zuley, by Roy. 
He made his debut at Parx 
Racing on September 11, fin¬ 
ishing third, and followed up 
with a wire-to-wire romp in a 
maiden special weight at Penn 
National on October 2. 

Andrew L was second in 
the $75,000 Nepal Stakes in 
his third start, behind Royal 
Clash. His allowance victory 
on November 5 increased his 
lifetime earnings to $57,750. 
He is trained by Thomas Smith. 

At the 2007 Keeneland 
January sale of horses of all 
ages, Steven Long had his eye 
on the Theatrical (Ire) brood¬ 
mare Soap Opera, who was sell¬ 
ing as part of the dispersal of 
the estate of the late F. Eugene 
Dixon Jr., owner of Erdenheim 
Farm and former chairman of 


the Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission. 

“She was in foal to [Ken¬ 
tucky Derby/Preakness win¬ 
ner] Real Quiet,” said Long’s 
wife, Jane, “and Steven really 
wanted her.” 

Long went to $12,000 to 
acquire Soap Opera, who is 
out of the Secretariat mare 
Secretariat Lass, and brought 
her back to the couple’s farm 
in Airville, Pa. That May, she 
foaled a bay filly who was ulti¬ 
mately named Dramatic a. 

“We foaled her, raised her, 
and broke her right here on 
our farm,” said Long. “She 
then went to the Middleburg 
Training Center [in Virginia].” 

Later turned over to Hall 
of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, Dramatic a was 
unraced as a 2-year-old, but 
made her debut at Delaware 
Park this past August ready to 
roll, coming from off the pace 
to win a mile and a sixteenth 
test by seven and a half lengths 
while risked for a $25,000 tag. 

The filly was then unplaced 
in a grass allowance at Laurel 
Park on September 22 before 
Sheppard put her back on 
the dirt at Penn National on 
October 15, when she again 
scored big, overpowering seven 
rivals by almost nine lengths 
in a one and a sixteenth-mile 
allowance. 

Dramatica made it two in 
a row at Penn National when 
she took an allowance at one 
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mile, 70 yards on November 
11, scoring by four and a half 
lengths under jockey Harry 
Vega. Her lifetime record is 
four starts, three wins and 
$52,440 in earnings. 

The Longs are relative new¬ 
comers as Pennsylvania breed¬ 
ers, with only three homebreds 
having raced thus far. Another 
homebred, Fairly Royal, a 
4-year-old filly by Chapel 
Royal, is also in training with 
Sheppard. 

Soap Opera has produced 
a Two Punch 2-year-old and 
yearling for the Longs, and is 
back in foal to that sire. 

In seven starts last year at 3, 
Dr. William J. Solomon's Hygh 
Jacque had never been off the 
board, winning three and plac¬ 
ing four times. The daughter 
of Wheaton recorded her most 
recent score on November 18 


by defeating 10 rivals in a six- 
furlong allowance / optional 
claiming race. She was the only 
starter not in for the $25,000 
claiming price. 

Under jockey Katie Lee, 
Hygh Jacque led all the way, 
completing the distance in 
1:11.30. She was one and a 
half lengths better than favored 
runner-up Miss Fleetfoot. The 
beaten field included multiple 
stakes winner Miss Blue Tye 
Dye, who faltered and came 
in last. 

Bred by Jack Jordan Racing 
in Pennsylvania, Hygh Jacque is 
trained by Michael Salvaggio Jr. 

Solomon, an equine veteri¬ 
narian who owns Pin Oak Lane 
Farm in New Freedom, Pa., 
stood Hygh Jacque's late sire, 
Wheaton. Solomon is a past 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, 


and also maintains his veteri¬ 
nary clinic on the farm prop¬ 
erty. 

On October 26, the Penn¬ 
sylvania HBPA, which repre¬ 
sents owners and trainers at 
Penn National, began accept¬ 
ing horses into its New Voca¬ 
tions program, which will re¬ 
train and place former Penn 
National runners. 

To help kick start the pro¬ 
gram, Penn National donated 
$25,000. Accepting the check 
at ceremonies on November 11 
was Anna Ford, the program 
director for New Vocations, 
which is based in Ohio. The 
Penn National program will 
work under the New Vocations 
umbrella, with local horsemen 
assessed a $10 fee per start 
to fund the operations begin¬ 
ning on December 1. Penn 
National's horsemen's book¬ 


keeper will collect and transfer 
the money to New Vocations. 

“We are pleased to be able 
to provide a charitable contri¬ 
bution of $25,000 to get this 
worthwhile program under¬ 
way,” said the track's general 
manager, Frank Quigley. “And 
we will provide logistical assis¬ 
tance to help this endeavor.” 

Stephanie Beattie, president 
of the Pennsylvania HBPA, 
added that the organization 
was “delighted and thankful 
that Hollywood Casino at Penn 
National has joined us in this 
endeavor.” ^ 
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CHARLES TOWN 
RUNNERS DEFY 
ODDS IN MORE 
WAYS THAN ONE 

JEFF NATIONS 


W hat shaped up to be 
another ho-hum allow¬ 
ance/optional claim¬ 
ing race turned into more on 
November 20 when Peppi 
Knows nearly eclipsed a track 
record that has stood for 
almost 35 years. 

Under jockey Gerald 
Almodovar, the bay son of 
Stephen Got Even scorched a 
fast track over six and a half 
furlongs to win by six lengths 
in 1:17.79, the closest any horse 
in recent memory has come 
to beating Jet Appeal’s January 
1976 record (1:17.00). 

Owned by Lucky Star Rac¬ 
ing Inc. and trained by Timothy 
Kreiser, Peppi Knows glided so 
effordessly that Almodovar felt 
no need to rouse his mount in 
the stretch. 

Peppi Knows pushed his 
career record to five wins 
from 10 starts and earnings 
of $212,920. Bred in Kentucky 
by G. Watts Humphrey from 
the mare Miracle Worker (by 
Seeking the Gold), the bay geld¬ 
ing was purchased by Lucky 
Star at the 2008 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale for 
$6,500. 

It was quite an opening act, 
but leave it to Jack Jordan to 
steal the show. With his veteran 
runner Peaceful Bliss largely 
an afterthought in the next race 
on the card, the $50,000 A 
Huevo Stakes, Jordan’s chances 
of visiting the winner’s circle 
seemed as remote as the nearly 
37-1 odds attached to his horse. 


After all, the field for the 
one and one eighth-mile test 
featured the past three win¬ 
ners of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic-Sea Rescue 
(2010), Russell Road (2009) and 
Ghostly Thunder (2008). 

Jordan, the proprietor of 
Jack Jordan Racing LLC, had 
seen those horses beat Peaceful 
Bliss on more than one occa¬ 
sion. 

Peaceful Bliss faced all three 
in the 2010 Classic, and stalked 
the early leaders before fad¬ 
ing to finish last of 10. Jordan 
and trainer John Robb were in 
agreement—for the A Huevo, 
jockey Oliver Castillo was to 
turn Peaceful Bliss loose from 
the outset. The result was a 
gate-to-wire victory in 1:52.94 
on a fast track. 

“We tried to hold him back 
and save him [in the Breeders 
Classic],” Jordan said. “We just 
said, ‘Let him go, like he did 
before. Let him run by himself.’ 
That was the trick.” 

Trainer James W. Casey’s 
heavily favored entry of Russell 
Road and 2010 Classic runner- 
up Colonel J W finished second 
and third, respectively, in the A 
Huevo. But only Russell Road 
(winner of last year’s edition of 
this race and a 10-time stakes 
winner at Charles Town) even 
briefly challenged Peaceful 
Bliss, finishing a length and a 
half back. 

Casey bred Peaceful Bliss 
(who is by his home stallion 
Luftikus) and lost the now 
7-year-old gelding to Jordan 
through the claim box in June 
2007. 

In 40 career starts (nine 
wins, including the 2009 Robert 
R. Hilton Memorial Stakes, and 
four additional stakes plac- 
ings), Peaceful Bliss has earned 
$361,955. 

“He’s a nice horse, there’s 
nothing wrong with him, which 
makes him easy to work with,” 
Jordan said. 

Jordan did have one regret, 
however. “I should have bet 
more money,” he said. 


Ghostly Thunder’s trainer 
and co-owner Gary Capuano 
might have come up short in 
the A Huevo, but he had little 
else to cloud his November 
trips to Charles Town. The 
Maryland-based trainer picked 
up back-to-back stakes wins, 
starting with Steady Warrior 
in the $100,000-added Tri-State 
Futurity on November 6. 

Capuano shipped in an 
imposing pair of 2-year-olds 
for the 42nd running of the 
seven-furlong race, headlined 
by Maryland Million Nursery 
winner Steady Warrior. Capu¬ 
ano coupled the chestnut colt 
with Bumpy Road, owned by 
his father, Phil Capuano, and 
bettors took notice by making 
the entry a prohibitive 1-10 
favorite. 

A son of 2002 Tri-State 
Futurity winner Cherokee’s 
Boy, Steady Warrior did not 
disappoint as he survived 
a rough start to rally on the 
backstretch and win by one 
and a quarter lengths over his 
stablemate in 1:30.68. Jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger, who rode 
Steady Warrior to victory in the 
Nursery, had to help the colt 
regroup after he stumbled out 
of die starting gate. 

“He stumbled real bad and 
cut his back leg real good,” 
Dunkelberger said. “He really 
wasn’t getting a hold of the 
track on the first turn. 

“I just got him in the game. 
I moved a litde early just to 
keep him out of the dirt. It was 
the wrong move, but every¬ 
thing worked out.” 

That mishap at the starting 
gate had Steady Warrior trailing 
the field and running sixth by 
the quarter pole. Dunkelberger 
pushed the pace, and by the 
half-mile mark had his mount 
in front by a head that eventu¬ 
ally stretched to two lengths 
before Bumpy Road, with 
jockey Grant Whitacre aboard, 
made a late charge down the 
stretch. 

It was Steady Warrior’s first 
foray at seven furlongs and first 
trip to Charles Town. 


Dunkelberger likely won’t 
turn down any chance to ride 
Steady Warrior, even if the colt 
still has some seasoning ahead. 

“He was looking at the lights 
and everything,” Dunkelberger 
said. “That wasn’t half his 
effort. He’s twice the horse 
you saw tonight—just the lights 
and the different track and all 
the new experiences, he had 
to take it all in stride. He is a 
baby, so you have to expect 
those things. It’s just how they 
overcome them. 

“Everything was wrong and 
he still made it seven furlongs. 
So if he does get everything 
right, who knows what kind of 
horse he can be.” 

Capuano had a more sedate 
experience at Charles Town for 
the $50,000 My Sister Pearl 
Stakes on November 13, as he 
gave Dunkelberger last-minute 
instructions for West Virginia 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic win¬ 
ner Aspenglow heading into 
the mile and an eighth test for 
state-bred fillies and mares. 

It did not appear as if an 
easy night was in the offing, 
with fellow Breeders Classics 
winners Stowe White (WV 
Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic) and Devonspaintedlady 
(WV Breeders Classic Distaff), 
plus defending race champion 
Saxet Heights, among the qual¬ 
ity field. 

Capuano wanted Aspen¬ 
glow, a daughter of Lion 
Hearted, in the front at the out¬ 
set to press her speed advan¬ 
tage. He figured another speed 
horse, Come Here Oonga, 
would be right there with her. 
He was wrong. Dunkelberger 
got a clean start out of the 
number one post position, and 
Aspenglow surged to a four- 
length lead by the quarter-mile 
mark. That edge ballooned to 
eight lengths by the half-mile 
pole and stayed there until 
Dunkelberger eased the pace 
to save a bit for the stretch run. 
Aspenglow finished in 1:54.43, 
two and three-quarters lengths 
ahead of runner-up Come 
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LION HEARTED's dazzling daughter 
ASPENGLOW recorded her second stakes 
win in a row with a devastatingly easy 
score in the nine-furlong My Sister Pearl S. 
at Charles Town on Nov. 13. 

The darling of Charles Town, who streaks 
to the front and dares the others to catch 
her, boasts a record of 11 wins from 13 
starts at the West Virginia oval. The fleet- 
footed gray captured the richest race for 
West Virginia-bred fillies and mares when 
she swept to victory in the $250,000 West 
Virginia Jefferson Security Bank Cavada 
Breeders' Classic Stakes in her previous 
start. 

Owned by her co-breeder, Nancy Terhune, 
and trained by Gary Capuano, ASPENGLOW 
increased her 2010 record to five wins from 
seven starts when she came back on Dec. 8 
at Laurel Park to defeat a field full of 
stakes-winning fillies and mares by seven 
lengths after dropping back to six furlongs. 
It was her 12th win from 17 lifetime starts, 
and increased her earnings to $379,817. 

ASPENGLOW is one of 10 stakes horses in 
2010 (through mid-Dec.) for LION 
HEARTED, one of the leading sires in the 
Mid-Atlantic region since his first crop 
came to the races in 2004. LION HEARTED 
has had progeny earnings surpass the $3 
million mark for the past three years, and 
has average earnings per starter of nearly 
$50,000! Glowing stats for one of the best 
stallions in the region!

It was Aspenglow's first race 
at the distance, and Capuano 
liked what he saw from the gray 
filly who took her career to new 
heights as a 4-year-old last year. 

“Obviously she's speed — 
she's got the speed,” Capuano 
said. “I didn't really think the 
distance would be a problem 
for her. She got an easy lead 
and Travis was able to give her 
a breather down the backside, 
which is great. From then on, 
she just kept on going. 

“There were some pretty 
nice horses in there, Saxet 
Heights and some other ones, 
but she likes this track. She's 
done phenomenal here. Her 
speed just does a lot because 
she can go out there and put 
horses away early, make them 
chase her early.” 


Aspenglow has made 16 
lifetime starts, 13 coming at 
Charles Town, where she has 
registered all 11 of her wins. 
She has earnings of $359,297. 

“The closer turns and all, 
it just helps her,” owner/ 
breeder Nancy Terhune said 
of Aspenglow. “She's such a 
smart filly. She knows what 
she's doing out there.” 

Terhune eventually plans to 
try Aspenglow on turf. 

It was a night of mixed 
emotions for Terhune, who 
was glad to see Aspenglow turn 
in another strong performance 
on a night when her entrymate 
and full sister Silver Heart (out 
of the Holy Bull mare Holy 
Princess) finished a far-back 
fourth. 

Terhune had another rea¬ 
son to fret just a bit. Just a day 
before watching Aspenglow 


win in impressive fashion, she 
sold her weanling half-brother 
(a Pennsylvania-bred by Candy 
Ride-Arg), whom she had with¬ 
drawn from the Keeneland 
November sale. 

“I haven't taken the money 
yet,” said Terhune with a wry 
smile. “Maybe I can get him 
back” 

Come Here Oonga was run¬ 
ning her first race for new owner 
Premier Stables Unlimited and 
trainer Mark Shuman, who 
claimed the Peak Dancer filly 
for $16,000 from a winning 
performance on November 3. 
Come Here Oonga, now 5, pre¬ 
viously campaigned for owner 
Sydney Racing LUC and trainer 
Ollie Figgins III. 

Sydney Racing LLC's My 
Sister Margaret, the 2009 
Cavada winner, stayed busy in 
November by notching allow¬ 


ance wins at six and a half fur¬ 
longs on November 4, and then 
at seven furlongs 15 days later. 
Dunkelberger was in the saddle 
for both races. 

The daughter of Bop (out 
of Rite of Spring, by Feel 
the Power), trained by Wayne 
Mogge, has been trying to 
recapture the form that saw 
her win half of her eight starts 
and never finish off the board 
during her 3-year-old season in 
2009, when she earned $297,282 
while winning or placing in four 
stakes. Her most recent victory 
increased her lifetime earnings 
to $358,572 from 16 starts. ^ 
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IN MEMORIAM 


STEVE SCHWARTZ 

Steve Schwartz, former 
media relations director for 
Monmouth Park and the Mead- 
owlands, died on November 
20. He was 64. 

A New York native who 
attended Dickinson College 
and New York University, Mr. 
Schwartz was introduced to 
racing at a young age. According 
to his profile on www.propick 
racing.com, where he served as 
a handicapper, he made his first 
racing decision when he opted 
to catch the final four races at 
Yonkers Raceway after his high 
school graduation. 

His official racing career 
began at American Turf Monthly 
and as an editor for Sports 
Action , where he made nation¬ 
al Thoroughbred selections. 
Later, Mr. Schwartz became the 
handicapper for the Philadelphia 
Journal He listed his handicap¬ 
ping claim to fame as picking 
the exact order of finish from 


first to last for Spectacular Bid’s 
1979 Preakness. 

Mr. Schwartz joined the 
New York Racing Association 
(NYRA) in 1979 as assistant 
manager of sports publicity 
and was promoted to director 
of media relations in 1983, a 
role he held until 1991, when 
he left to write and handicap 
for The Racing Times . He also 
served as executive assistant to 
the president at NYRA. 

After working with The 
Racing Times, Mr. Schwartz 
joined the New Jersey Sports 
& Exposition Authority as 
the morning line maker, pro¬ 
gram analyst and TV analyst 
at Monmouth Park and the 
Meadowlands, and subse¬ 
quently became media relations 
director. 

President of the Turf Publi¬ 
cists of America from 1988 to 
’90, he was an honorary life¬ 
time member of that organiza¬ 
tion. 


DONALD TOWNSEND 

Donald P. Townsend, a 
longtime Maryland breeder/ 
owner/trainer, died on Novem¬ 
ber 29 at the age of 61. 

Mr. Townsend and his wife 
of 28 years, the former Robin 
Armstrong, operated Autumn 
Venture Farm in Keymar, Md., 
raising and training horses for 
themselves and clients and 
handling layups. 

Born and raised in the 
Highlandtown section of Balti¬ 
more City, Mr. Townsend was a 
distinguished Army veteran of 
the Vietnam war, where he 
served with the 1st Cavalry 
Division. He was awarded two 
bronze stars for “bravery, dili¬ 
gence and devotion to his 
country.” 

He and his wife built their 
farm from the ground up, 
producing many runners who 
were a source of pride, most 
especially stakes-placed Salute 
and Run, a 1993 daughter of 



Salutely who twice competed in 
Maryland Million races. 

The Townsends also made 
their mark at the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
Yearling Show, exhibiting the 
grand champion at the 1998 
show judged by trainer Neil 
Howard, and winning the out- 
of-state filly class in the 2005 
edition judged by Ben Perkins 
Sr.

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

EUROSILVER 
JOINS RANKS AT 
PENN RIDGE FARMS 



E urosilver, one of the top 
2-year-olds of 2003 and 
sire of 2010 graded stakes- 
winning juvenile Neversaidi- 
wassweet, has been moved to 
Penn Ridge Farms in Harris¬ 
burg, Pa. The 10-year-old stal¬ 
lion, whose oldest crop is now 
4, previously stood at Dromo- 
land Farm in Kentucky Dro- 
moland Farm owner Gerry 
Dilger and his partners will 
retain ownership in Eurosilver, 
who stands the 2011 season for 
$3,500 live foal, with special con¬ 
sideration to approved mares. 

A son of Unbridled's Song, 
Eurosilver was a stakes winner 
at 2 and 4, during a career cur¬ 
tailed by illness and injury. In a 
dozen lifetime starts, he won 
four and was second four times 
while earning $622,310. 

A brilliant juvenile, the 
blaze-faced dark bay colt won 
Keeneland's mile and a six¬ 
teenth Lane's End Breeders' 


Futurity-G2 on the dirt by four 
and three-quarters lengths in 
his third start. Among those 
he defeated were future mil¬ 
lionaires Limehouse and The 
Cliff's Edge and Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Mass Media. In his previ¬ 
ous outing, Eurosilver broke 
his maiden going six and a half 
furlongs at Saratoga by five and 
three-quarters lengths. 

During his 4-year-old cam¬ 
paign, Eurosilver won the mile 
and an eighth Grade 3 Skip 
Away Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park and finished second to 
Horse of the Year Saint Liam 
in the Grade 1 Stephen Foster 
Handicap at Churchill Downs. 

He was graded stakes-placed 
at 3 when second by a head 
to Wynn Dot Comma in the 
Grade 3 Swale Stakes at seven 
furlongs. He was also second to 
Commentator in Keeneland's 
Perryville Stakes after a seven- 
month layoff. 


Eurosilver's dam is the 
stakes-winning Nijinsky II 
mare Russian Tango. His grand- 
dam is champion 2-year-old 
filly Brave Raj, winner of five 
stakes her championship season, 
including the Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile Fillies-G1, and an earn¬ 
er of $933,650 from nine starts. 

From his first two crops 
to race, Eurosilver is the sire 
of seven stakes horses, led by 
his stakes-winning daughters 
Euro Platinum and Never- 
saidiwassweet. The earner of 
$171,792, 3-year-old Euro 
Platinum surged to victory 
in the seven-furlong Jammed 


Lovely Stakes over Woodbine's 
synthetic track on November 
17. The 2-year-old Never- 
saidiwas sweet rallied over the 
Hollywood turf to take the 
one-mile Miesque Stakes-G3 
11 days later. Earlier in the year, 
sophomore colt Golden Euro 
won the mile and a sixteenth 
USA Stakes on the turf at Lone 
Star Park. 

Through early December, 
Eurosilver ranked as the sec¬ 
ond-leading second-crop sire 
in the Mid-Atlantic region, and 
13 th in the nation, with 2010 
progeny earnings of nearly $2 
million. 


FRESHMAN SIRE 
BASKETBALL COURT 
GETS FIRST SCORE 


B asketball Court, a 10-year- 
old son of the Seattle Slew 
stallion Doneraile Court 
standing at Wishful Thinking 
Farm in Quakertown, Pa., was 
represented by his first winner 
in his first crop on November 
3 with Basketball Bella's front¬ 
running score at Laurel Park. 

The favorite in the field of 
seven 2-year-old fillies, Basket¬ 


ball Bella gained the lead after a 
half mile and hit the wire three- 
quarters of a length in front in 
the six-furlong maiden test. 
Bred in Pennsylvania by Charles 
Walters Jr., Basketball Bella is 
the first foal out of the Royal 
Academy mare New Meadows. 
Racing in the name of Walters's 
Six L's Stable, the filly is trained 
by Charles Walters's brother 


Henry Walters, who claimed 
Basketball Court as a 2-year-old 
for Six L's Stable in 2003. 

In Basketball Court's first 
start as a 3-year-old, he finished 
second in the Dancing Count 
Stakes at Laurel Park on New 
Year's Day. Two races later, he 
came home on top in Laurel's 
Horatius Stakes, in what would 
be his final start of the year. 
Both stakes, part of a streak in 
which Basketball Court won six 
of seven races, were contested 
at six furlongs. 

Basketball Court was retired 
after making 20 starts over 
three seasons, winning six, with 
three seconds and two thirds, 
and earning $123,510. 

A half-brother to eight win¬ 
ners, including multiple s takes- 


placed Zee Chalupa and 
$142,687-earner Din Din At 
Zeems, Basketball Court was 
produced by Stage Bulletin (by 
Rare Performer), a full sister to 
stakes-placed Premiere and a 
half-sister to $388,470-earner 
and two-time stakes winner 
Aamoo. Stage Bulletin's half-sis¬ 
ter What Gin is the dam of five 
stakes horses. Also found in the 
family are Prioress Stakes-G2 
winner I'm Brassy and Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G3 winner 
Blowing Rock. 

Basketball Court has five 
registered foals in his oldest 
crop, 3-year-olds of 2011. His 
only starter is Basketball Bella. 
The dark bay stallion stands as 
the property of Virginia Stack 
for $1,000 five foal. 
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DENIS OF CORK 
MAKES MOVE TO 
TAYLOR MOUNTAIN 


T wo-time classic-placed 

Denis of Cork has taken 
up residence at the Casey 
family’s Taylor Mountain Farm 
in Charles Town, WVa. The 
6-year-old son of multiple 
Grade 1 winner and top young 
sire Harlan’s Holiday stands his 
second season for $2,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses, with special 
consideration to approved 
mares. Now the property of 
Taylor Mountain, he stood at 
Vinery in Florida in 2010. 

Denis of Cork made the 
most of his six career starts. 
He was a maiden special weight 
winner at Churchill Downs 
in his only start at 2, rallying 
eight-wide in the seven-furlong 
test to defeat 11 others. In his 
first two starts at 3, he got 


up to win a mile and 40-yard 
allowance at Fair Grounds over 
a sloppy track while parked 
wide throughout, then stepped 
up to stakes competition and 
won the one-mile Southwest 
Stakes-G3 by a widening two 
and a quarter lengths. 

Sent postward in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl and Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, Denis of Cork hit 
the board in both. Allowed to 
go off at double-digit odds in 
the 20-horse Derby field, he 
rallied to finish third behind 
Big Brown and Eight Belles in 
the mile and a quarter classic. 
The mile and a half Belmont 
saw him chase home the free¬ 
wheeling Da’ Tara and finish 
second, while well clear of the 
others. That turned out to be 
the final start of his career. An 



expected return to the races at 
4 was halted due to a soft-tissue 
injury. 

Denis of Cork retired with a 
record of three wins, one sec¬ 
ond and one third for earnings 
of $613,252. 

Out of Unbridled Girl (a 
daughter of Unbridled and 
stakes winner Sound Wisdom), 
Denis of Cork is a half-brother 
to $100,000-plus earners Black 
and Amber and Just Add Rum. 
His third dam, stakes winner 
Kaylem Ho (by Salem), is the 
dam of six stakes horses, 


including Grade 1 Vanity Invi¬ 
tational Handicap winner 
Private Persuasion and s takes- 
winning, graded stakes-placed 
Wishful Splendor. Another of 
Kaylem Ho’s stakes-perform¬ 
ing daughters, Torchera, is the 
dam of Da’ Tara. The family 
also includes Grade 1 winner 
Mistical Plan and graded win¬ 
ners Windsor Castle and Sierra 
Sunset. One of the leading 
sires in West Virginia, Windsor 
Castle also stands at Taylor 
Mountain Farm. 


DEPUTY RUMMY’S 
COMMANDING 
STAKES WINNER 


R ummy’s Command, one 
of seven foals from the 
first crop of Shotwell 
Farm stallion Deputy Rummy, 
got his first stakes win by tak¬ 
ing Mountaineer’s six-furlong 
$75,000 Sophomore Sprint 
Stakes on November 16. 
Facing seven 3-year-olds over 
the sloppy going, Rummy’s 
Command cleared the field in 
the stretch to win by three and 
a quarter lengths. 


Bred in West Virginia by 
Harold Shotwell and run¬ 
ning in the name of Shotwell 
Farm, Rummy’s Command is 
out of the Unaccounted For 
mare Silent Hayley. It was the 
fourth win in 13 starts for the 
Donald Blankenship trainee, 
and upped the gelding’s earn¬ 
ings to $100,042. 

Shotwell also owns Deputy 
Rummy, a 10-year-old son of 
French Deputy who retired 


with earnings of $60,720 after 
a career in which he won or 
placed in seven of his 10 starts. 
An allowance winner at six fur¬ 
longs, who broke his maiden 
going six and a half furlongs, 
Deputy Rummy is one of 11 
winners for his illustrious dam, 
champion Mom’s Command. 

Competing exclusively in 
stakes races. Mom’s Command 
won 11 of 16 starts and 
amassed $902,972 over two 
seasons. The daughter of Top 
Command swept through the 
New York filly Triple Crown 
in 1985 (the Acorn and Mother 
Goose Stakes and Coaching 
Club American Oaks-all 
Grade 1) as well as the Alabama 
Stakes-Gl. The winner of 
seven of nine starts at 3, she 
earned the Eclipse Award as 
the nation’s top 3-year-old filly. 


In 2007, she was enshrined in 
the Racing Hall of Fame. 

Deputy Rummy is a half- 
brother to millionaire Jones¬ 
boro ($1,550,685, Cornhusker 
Breeders’ Cup H-G2, etc.). 
Found in the family are million¬ 
aire Badge of Silver ($1,047,892, 
New Orleans H-G2, etc.), 
multiple Grade 1 winner I’m 
Splendid and Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap-NSAl 
winner Declare Your Wish. 

In his first crop, Deputy 
Rummy is the sire of two win¬ 
ners from five starters. His 
only starter in his second crop 
of 2-year-olds is maiden spe¬ 
cial weight winner Cozy At 
Midnight.

$1,000 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses.

HOT YOUNG SIRE 
GRAND REWARD 
TO GHOST RIDGE 


I mpeccably bred Grand 
Reward, one of the nation's 
top-ranked second-crop sires 
of 2010, has relocated to Ghost 
Ridge Farms in Felton, Pa. The 
stud fee for the 10-year-old son 
of Storm Cat out of champion 
Serena's Song is $4,000, payable 
when the foal stands and nurses. 
Grand Reward previously 
stood at Hill ‘n’ Dale Farms in 
Kentucky, and has shuttled to 
Argentina. 

The third-leading freshman 
sire of 2009 by number of win¬ 
ners (24 winners from 75 start¬ 
ers), Grand Reward ranks ninth 
by earnings on the 2010 sec¬ 


ond-crop sires list (through 
December 1) and first in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. He is the 
sire of 11 stakes horses in his 
first crop, led by $250,000 Kent 
Stakes-G3 winner Grand 
Rapport and stakes-winning, 
Group 1-placed Our Donna in 
Argentina. 

One of five stakes winners 
for his illustrious dam, Serena's 
Song, Grand Reward scored in 
the Oaklawn Handicap-G2 at 4 
(over Second of June and Edd¬ 
ington) in an international cam¬ 
paign of 24 starts that also took 
him to England, France and 
Ireland. A four-time winner, 


with three seconds and four 
thirds, he amassed $545,844. 
His six stakes placings included 
four in group races. 

Serena's Song, a winner of 
18 of 38 starts, for earnings of 
$3,283,388, was inducted into 
the Racing Hall of Fame in 
2002. The champion 3-year-old 
filly of 1995, Serena's Song (by 
Rahy) won 11 Grade 1 races 
during her career (17 stakes 
wins total) and defeated colts in 
the Haskell Invitational Handi- 
cap-Gl and Jim Beam 
Stakes-G2. 

Serena's Song is the dam of 
six yearlings to sell at auction, 
for an average of more than 
$2.1 million. Her million-dollar 
sales yearlings were Grand 
Reward's full siblings Colourful 
Score ($3.5 million) andSophis- 
ticat ($3.4 million), plus Har- 
lington ($2.8 million), Spark 
Candle ($1.5 million) and 
Serena's Tune, her first foal, 
who sold for $1 million in 


1999. A three-time stakes win¬ 
ner, Serena's Tune is the dam 
of three million-dollar sales 
yearlings, topped by $3.1 mil¬ 
lion seller Mutawahej (by Storm 
Cat). Two of Serena's Tune's 
foals are stakes winners - Group 
3 winner Vocalised and the 
Storm Cat filly Serena's Cat. 

Serena’s Song's daughter 
Sophisticat was a Group 1 win¬ 
ner in England and placed in 
the French classic Poule d'Essai 
des Pouliches-Gl, and has pro¬ 
duced stakes winner and grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Sefroua and 
Group 1 -placed Pursuit of 
Glory (Ire). Harlington won 
the Grade 2 Gulfstream Park 
Handicap and stands at stud in 
Kentucky. Her Storm Cat son 
Schramsberg won the Reming¬ 
ton Green Stakes in October. 
Serena's Song is also the dam 
of stakes-placed Arbitrate, the 
sire of Group 1 winner Capuc- 
cine and five other stakes horses 
in his first two crops. 


FIRST WINNER FOR 
LA REINE’S TERMS 


W hen the 2-year-old filly 
Princess Terms opened 
up in the Penn National 
stretch to win by four and a half 
lengths on November 18, she 
became the first winner from 
the first full crop for her sire La 
Reine's Terms. 

Bred in Texas by Richard 
P. Hessee, Princess Terms was 
sent out by trainer Murray 
Rojas for Sajor Stable. The dark 
bay filly, the second choice in 
the eight-horse field, was more 
than five lengths off the pace 
in the five and a half-furlong 
maiden race before making her 
move under apprentice rider 
Kenny Santiago. 

La Reine's Terms, who 
stands at his birthplace, Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, 


Md., sired a test foal of 2007, 
and has eight foals of 2008. 
The accomplished turf runner 
retired to stud after compet¬ 
ing through age 10. A son of 
Grade 1 winner Private Terms, 
he made 40 starts during his 
career, winning 16 times, with 
five seconds and four thirds. 
Victorious 11 times in stakes, 
all on the grass, he earned 
$804,591. 

Unraced at 2, La Reine's 
Terms was a two-time stakes 
winner at 3, winning the mile 
and an eighth Humphrey S. 
Finney Stakes and the mile 
and a quarter Japan Racing 
Association Stakes. 

During his 7-year-old cam¬ 
paign, which earned him the 
tide of Maryland-bred cham¬ 


pion older horse and turf run¬ 
ner, he equaled two course 
records: at a mile and an eighth 
(1:46) when winning the Find 
Handicap at Laurel, and in the 
one-mile Labor Day Handicap 
at Mountaineer (l:33 2 /s). He 
won five stakes that season, 
and proved a perfect repre¬ 
sentative for Maryland in the 
NTRA Great State Challenge 
at Sam Houston Race Park by 
winning the Turf Invitational. 
He also recorded the first of 
his two Maryland Million Turf 
victories that year, and added a 
score in the one-mile Da Hoss 
Stakes at Colonial. 

La Reine's Terms proved his 
competitiveness when return¬ 
ing to the races after a year and 
a half absence to win or place 
in three of four starts at 9, two 
in stakes company. Just over 
a year after finishing third in 
the Maryland Million Turf of 
2004, he returned to win his 
second Maryland Million Turf 
in his only start at age 10. He 


remains the oldest horse to win 
a Maryland Million race in the 
25-year history of the event. 

His dam, the graded s takes- 
winning mare La Reine Elaine 
(by King's Bishop), is also the 
dam of stakes winner Sunset 
Party and stakes-placed Racing 
Prince, and granddam of stakes 
winner Bobbie Use. La Reine 
Elaine’s stakes-winning full sis¬ 
ter, La Reine Rouge, is the dam 
or granddam of a dozen stakes 
horses, including Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Barbaro and 
graded stakes winners Green 
Alligator, Annie Cake and Wild 
Emotions. The family also 
includes multiple graded stakes 
winner, $802,364-earner and 
sire During. 

The property of his breed¬ 
ers, Sondra and Howard 
Bender, 16-year-old La Reine's 
Terms stands for $1,000 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 
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CHARITABLE MAN 
ENTERS STUD AT 
TAYLOR MOUNTAIN 



M ultiple graded stakes 
winner Charitable Man 
has been retired to stud 
and stands his first season at 
Taylor Mountain Farm in 
Charles Town, WVa. The stud 
fee for Charitable Man, who 
stands as the property of the 
Casey family farm, is $3,500 
live foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses, with special 
consideration to approved 
mares. 

Sold by his breeder Edward 
P. Evans as a yearling for 
$200,000, Virginia-bred Chari¬ 
table Man made eight starts 
from ages 2 to 4 for Suzanne 
and William Warren. One of 
the top juveniles of 2008, 
Charitable Man dazzled in his 
two starts at 2. After break¬ 
ing his maiden going six and 
a half furlongs at Saratoga 
first time out by IIV 2 lengths, 
he returned a month later 
to score in Belmont Park's 
Grade 2 Futurity Stakes at 


seven furlongs while defeating 
Flying Pegasus, Fries an Fire, 
Girolamo, Gone Astray and 
Kensei. 

The juvenile campaign came 
to an abrupt halt when two 
weeks later it was revealed that 
Charitable Man had suffered 
a saucer fracture that required 
surgery. 

He returned at 3 to once 
again show brilliance, length¬ 
ening out to win the mile and 
an eighth Grade 2 Peter Pan 
Stakes at Belmont Park by a 
dominating three and three- 
quarters lengths.

$475,800. 

A son of champion handi¬ 
cap horse Lemon Drop Kid, 
one of the top 3-year-olds 
of 1999 as the winner of the 
Belmont and Travers S takes-G1 
and sire of more than 50 stakes 
winners, Charitable Man is out 
of stakes winner Charitable- 


donation (by Saint Ballado). His 
female line traces back directly 
to broodmare of the year Too 
Bald, a major influence as a 
dam of sires. Too Bald's sons 
at stud included champion 
2-year-old colt Capote, multiple 
Grade 1 winner and millionaire 
Exceller, graded stakes win¬ 
ner Vaguely Hidden and stakes 
winners American Standard 
and Baldski. 

Too Bald's half-sister Turn 
to Talent had her own success¬ 
ful branch of the family, and is 
the granddam of leading sire 
Broad Brush.

INVISIBLE INK 
SEES WAY TO 
PIN OAK LANE 


K entucky Derby-Gl run¬ 
ner-up Invisible Ink has 
moved from Florida to 
join the stallion ranks at Pin 
Oak Lane Farm in New Free¬ 
dom, Pa. The 13-year-old son 
of champion and Kentucky 
Derby/Belmont Stakes winner 
Thunder Gulch stands the 
2011 season for $1,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 

Owned by Peachtree Racing 
Stable, Invisible Ink was one 
of the featured stories lead¬ 
ing into the 2001 Kentucky 
Derby. While not a stakes 
winner or one of the Derby 
favorites, Invisible Ink made 
news for his remarkable will to 


survive. The gritty colt nearly 
died as a 2-year-old after suf¬ 
fering from severe reactions 
to drugs administered for a 
cut on his ankle. Ravaged by 
colitis, unable to eat or drink as 
his body began shutting down, 
he dropped to 500 pounds. 
But veterinarians continued to 
work on him, and upon a sug¬ 
gestion by famed veterinarian 
Robert Copelan, he was treated 
with tube feeding of non-pas- 
teurized rancid buttermilk. 

Remarkably, within months 
Invisible Ink recovered, and 
he made it to the races by 
late October. Trained by Todd 
Pletcher, he broke his maiden 
in his third start, going a mile 


and an eighth over a muddy 
track at Aqueduct in November 
2000. 

A winner of his first two 
starts at 3 in allowance com¬ 
pany at Gulfs tream Park in 
January, Invisible Ink made 
his stakes debut in the Florida 
Derby-Gl. Sent off as co¬ 
favorite with eventual winner 
Monarchos, he finished a solid 
third in the field of 13 after a 
somewhat troubled trip. 

Following a fourth-place 
finish next out in the Grade 1 
Blue Grass, Invisible Ink was 
allowed to go off at odds of 
55-1 in the Kentucky Derby. 
Although he couldn’t catch 
Monarchos, who recorded 
the second-fastest time in 
the classic’s history, Invisible 
Ink’s determined run brought 
him home ahead of the likes 
of Congaree, Point Given, 
Millennium Wind and Balto 
Star. 

Sidelined for nearly nine 
months following a fifth-place 
finish in the Belmont Stakes-Gl 


to have chips removed from 
an ankle, Invisible Ink added 
an allowance win at Churchill 
Downs over a sloppy track as a 
4-year-old. He retired with four 
wins, three seconds and a third 
in 14 starts, while bankrolling 
$465,087. 

A half-brother to s takes- 
placed Inner Circle, Invisible 
Ink is out of the winning Con¬ 
quistador Cielo mare Conquis- 
tress, a half-sister to Group 3 
winner and sire African Joy. His 
fourth dam, Tap Day (by Bull 
Lea), produced five stakes 
horses, including English two- 
time champion sprinter Secret 
Step and Belmont Stakes win¬ 
ner and sire Quadrangle. 

From five modest-sized 
crops (a total of 87 foals). 
Invisible Ink has sired 72 per¬ 
cent starters from foals. His 32 
winners to date include stakes 
winners Blessink, a champion 
and Group 1 winner in Pana¬ 
ma, and $302,867-earner Fear¬ 
less Eagle.

DEMOISELLE-G2 
WINNER DIXIE CITY IS 
EVANS’S LATEST STAR 


V irginia’s perennial leading 
breeder, Edward P. Evans, 
achieved yet another mas¬ 
terful feat in 2010-sending 
out homebreds to win graded 
stakes at ages 2, 3 and 4. 

In die older horse divisions, 
male and female, his Virginia- 
breds accounted for a total of 
four Grade 1 races, Quality Road 
annexing the Woodward Stakes 
and Donn and Metropolitan 
Mile Handicaps, and Malibu 
Prayer capturing the Grade 1 
Ruffian Invitational Handicap. 

A Litde Warm made his 
mark in the 3-year-old ranks, 
winning two stakes, including 
die Grade 2 Jim Dandy 

And the 2-year-old filly 
Dixie City, trained by Tony 
Dutrow, became a rising star 
widi her definitive score in 
die 89th running of the sto¬ 
ried Demoiselle Stakes-G2 on 
November 27 at Aqueduct. 

The stronger half of an 
Evans-owned entry that was 
sent off as second choice at 
9-5 odds, Dixie City took com¬ 
mand near the start of the 
$200,000 stakes and set every 
fraction through the mile and 


an eighth, scoring by three and 
a quarter lengths over runner- 
up Believe in A. P. and stopping 
die timer in 1:52.84. 

In die money in each of her 
five outings at 2, Dixie City won 
a five-furlong maiden special 
weight in her second start, on 
August 31 at Philadelphia Park 
(the track subsequently renamed 
Parx Racing), and came back 
on October 2 to score by five 
lengths in allowance company 
at seven furlongs at that track. 
She was third, two and three- 
quarters lengths behind the 
winner, Full Moon Blues, in 
Aqueduct’s November 6 
Tempted Stakes-G3, her last 
start before the Demoiselle. 

Sent back to Evans’s Spring 
Hill Farm in Casanova, Va., 
for a freshening following the 
stakes victory, Dixie City was 
expected to rejoin Dutrow’s 
stable at Oaklawn Park this 
winter, according to Spring Hill 
farm manager Chris Baker. 

‘We’d love to think she’ll 
develop into an Oaks-type 
filly,” Baker commented. 

By the now-deceased sire 
Dixie Union, Dixie City is a 



second-generation Evans 
homebred, and like virtually all 
Evans runners she comes from 
a widely accomplished family. 

Evans purchased Dixie 
City’s granddam, Demi Souer 
(by Storm Bird), as a 3-year- 
old for $400,000 at the 1996 
Keeneland January sale. Her¬ 
self unraced, Demi Souer was 
die third foal from multiple 
stakes-placed Sister Dot, the 
Secretariat mare who pro¬ 
duced as her first two foals 
Grade 1 winner and nationally 
leading sire Dehere and long¬ 
time leading New Jersey sire 
Defrere (both sons of Deputy 
Minister). 

From Demi Souer, Evans 
bred stakes horses Fast Decision 
($191,366, Withers S-G3) and 


City Sister ($136,490, 2nd Miss 
Liberty S, 3rd Nassau County 
Breeders’ Cup-G2, etc.). 

City Sister (by Carson City) 
has produced two stakes per¬ 
formers, both by Dixie Union: 
Dixie City and Union City (fi, 
2006; $63,058,3rd Jersey Girl S). 

With Dixie City having done 
no more than break her maid¬ 
en, Evans sold her half-sister 
by Bernardini for $20,000 at 
the 2010 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. 

Still in production at Spring 
Hill, City Sister has a Dixie 
Union yearling filly whom 
Evans is likely to keep and 
race; she is in foal for 2011 to 
Candy Ride (Arg). Mating plans 
for this year were undecided as 
of early December.

NEVERSAIDIWASSWEET 
SAYS IT ALL IN 
MIESQUE STAKES-G3 


N eversaidiwas sweet said 
good things about herself 
and her Maryland con¬ 
nections while winning the 
Grade 3 $100,000 Miesque 
Stakes for 2-year-old fillies on 
November 28 at Hollywood 
Park. 

The daughter of Eurosilver, 
bred in Maryland by the Alan S. 
Kline Revocable Trust, strug¬ 
gled to get in the running dur¬ 
ing the early stages of the one- 
mile turf event but came on 
like gangbusters at the end, 
edging out runner-up Holiday 
for Kitten for a half-length 
score. It was another two and a 
quarter lengths back to the 
third-place finisher, 8-5 favorite 
Cloneylass (Ire). 

Final time, over a firm 
course, was 1:35.88. 

Neversaidiwassweet carried 
the colors of prominent owner 
John Brunetti, who seized 
upon her potential after she 
won her previous start, a maid¬ 
en special weight on October 


14 at Hollywood. Sent out to 
the stakes win by trainer Jerry 
Hollendorfer, she has won two 
of four starts and earned 
$86,370. 

The filly is the latest of 
numerous stakes winners 
foaled and raised at Alan 
Kline’s Honey Acres Farm in 
Boyds, Md. 

Now semi-retired from a 
career as a certified public 
accountant, Kline celebrated 
some of his earliest success 
with Neversaidiwas sweet’s 
third dam, Electric Blanket (by 
*Le Fabuleux), whom he pur¬ 
chased from Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt at the Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky Select Fall Mixed sale in 
1980. He paid $130,000 for her, 
in foal to Sauce Boat. 

Electric Blanket had earned 
no bragging rights on the race 
track, but she was a daugh¬ 
ter of Vanderbilt’s outstanding 
handicap mare Cold Comfort 
(Nearctic—Scarlet Letter, by 
Native Dancer).

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At Honey Acres in 1981, 
Electric Blanket delivered S. S. 
Hot Sauce, who became a 
three-time stakes winner for 
Kline, his victories including 
the $100,000 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes. S. S. Hot 
Sauce, an earner of $165,600, 
had a limited career at stud and 
is living out his life as a pen¬ 
sioner at Honey Acres. 

The family has continued to 
make its mark through Never¬ 
saidiwas sweet’s dam, Surging 
Storm (by Storm Creek), and 
granddam, Saratoga Surge (by 
Saratoga Six). Both were 
unraced, but Saratoga Surge 
produced three stakes horses, 
including stakes winner Elusive 
Sara (by Elusive Quality). 

Kline consigned Neversaidi¬ 
wassweet to the 2009 Keene- 


land September Yearling sale 
and bought her back for $7,000, 
then sold her for $28,000 at 
the 2010 Ocala Breeders’ Sales 
Company’s April 2-year-olds in 
training sale. 

Surging Storm, now 9, has 
two older foals, neither of whom 
has raced. She produced an 
Officer filly in 2009, stiff owned 
by Kline, and aborted to the 
cover of Sharp Humor for 
2010. Surging Storm is in foal 
for 2011 to Dunkirk. 

At age 20, Saratoga Surge 
remains a member of the 
Honey Acres broodmare band, 
although she has not had a live 
foal since 2007; she was barren 
to the cover of After Market 
for 2010.

I Two Cinderella 2-year-olds 
batded to the wire in the 
Maryland Juvenile Champion¬ 
ship Stakes, with Virginian Bert 
Allen watching his homebred 
Miracle Wood outfinish the 
filly Bug Eyed Betty by a nose. 
It was 11 lengths back to third- 
place finisher Lil Tyler. 

A gelding by Baederwood, 
Miracle Wood, trained by the 
owner’s son, A. Ferris Allen 
III, was out of the mare Age 
of Miracles, described by Bert 
Allen as a “family pet.” A twin, 
and something of a runt, Age 
of Miracles was a mediocre 
race horse and died after pro¬ 
ducing only four foals, the last 
being Miracle Wood.

I The Rasin Committee, a 
study group appointed by die 
Maryland Legislative Council 
and headed by chairm an George 
B. Rasin Jr. (D-Kent), released 
its findings in December. Its 
purpose was to diagnose the 
ills of racing in the state and 
present a prospectus to provide 
in detail “means of bettering 
Maryland racing now and of 
providing an atmosphere for 
orderly growth to the advan¬ 
tage of die Maryland livestock 
and agricultural industry, race 
track customers, horsemen, 
jockeys, and others who make 
dieir living at die race track. . .” 

One of the conclusions in 
die 32-page report was: “The 
Baltimore-Washington area is 
one of the most dynamic in 
the United States and is capable 
of supporting the present 276 
days of racing (plus two days 
of [Fair Hill] steeplechasing) if 
racing is of such a quality to be 
attractive to the public and to 
horsemen.” 


Small, returned two weeks 
later to record her third stakes 
win of the year in the $75,000 
Abrogate Stakes at Laurel.

and Cumberland. He won 
more than 2,500 races during 
his 40-year riding career, and 
later was a patrol judge and 
occasionally a placing judge at 
Charles Town and Shenandoah. 


■ Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’s Sister 
Antoine concluded her 3-year- 
old campaign by recording her 
first stakes win in Pimlico’s 
Gallorette Stakes. The thrilling 
finish saw four fillies hit the 
wire together, with Loyal Lady 
II finishing second, a head to 
the better of the previous year’s 
champion 2-year-old filly, My 
Dear Girl; Sun Glint was fourth. 

I Among Maryland racing’s 
facts and figures of 1960: The 
top single-day attendance was 
recorded at Pimlico on Preak- 
ness day (30,659). Laurel’s top 
attendance was 29,336 on the 
day of the Washington, D.C., 
International. Bowie’s biggest 
day was on February 22 for 
George Washington Handicap 
day, as 22,150 turned out. 

The highest one-day handle 
of the year came at Pimlico 
on December 10 (Pimlico Cup 
day) —$2,064,478 was wagered. 
The highest one-race handle 
was the $371,040 bet on the 
Preakness.

I R. Larry Johnson’s Legacy 
Farm in Bluemont, Va., one of 
the region’s newest commercial 
breeding establishments, wel¬ 
comed Grade 1 -winning multi¬ 
millionaire and major sire Lost 
Code to the roster for 2001. 

The 17-year-old son of 
Codex, the sire of 43 stakes 
winners and earners of more 
than $23 million, ranked 
among the top five on the Mid- 
Atlantic’s 2000 leading sires 
lists. Middleburg, Va., horse¬ 
woman Donna Hayes was the 
driving force in bringing Lost 
Code to the state-having pur¬ 
chased 35 of the 40 shares in 
the horse’s syndicate. 

The eagerly anticipated Virginia 
stud career for Lost Code ended 
suddenly when the dark bay stallion 
collapsed and died of a heart attack 
on February 10 when he was about 
to cover his first mare of the season. 
At the time he had been booked to 
more than 40 mares: 

Another stallion in residence at 
Legacy Farm was Two Punch's son 
Two Smart. A stakes winner cam¬ 
paigned by fohnson, the bay was 
standing his second of four seasons at 
stud before his untimely death at age 
9 in 2003. With 34 named foals, 
30 starters, Two Smart has sired the 
earners of more than $2.5 million 
(an average of more than $83,333 
per starter). More than half the 
progeny earnings have been generated 
by his son Researcher ($1,377,629). 

I Marshall Jenney, a larger- 
than-life Pennsylvania horse¬ 
man, died on November 26, 
2000, at the age of 60. 

Jenney was the master of 
Derry Meeting Farm in Coch- 
ranville, the birthplace of the 
likes of Danzig, Storm Cat, 
Mrs. Penny, Tikkanen and Yan¬ 
kee Affair. Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association executive 
secretary Mark McDermott 
wrote in a memorial: “At one 
time or another, he did it all 
with his horses. Rode. Drove. 
Bred, raised, bought and sold. 
It was no accident he did each 
with the best.” 


■ Robert Meyerhoff’s Mary- 
land-bred homebred Con¬ 
cerned Minister equaled Fair 
Grounds’s mile and a sixteenth 
track record in winning the 
Tenacious Handicap in Decem¬ 
ber, and earned an eye-popping 
121 Beyer speed figure in the 
process. No other 3-year-old in 
the country had a higher num¬ 
ber in 2000-Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Tiznow’s 
highest was a 119. 

I O’Sullivan Farms in Charles 
Town, W.Va., was the new 
home to former Maryland sire 
Eastover Court. A 10-year-old 
son of Seattle Slew out of 
champion Heavenly Cause, 
thus a half-brother to leading 
Mid-Atlantic sire Two Punch, 
Eastover Court had sired seven 
stakes horses in his first four 
crops to race. 

O'Sullivan Farms bred and 
raced Eastover Courtis just-turned 
3-year-old Confucius Say, winner of 
the West Virginia Futurity at 2. 
Future O'Sullivan star Julie B, a 
filly foaled in 2003, was also by the 
sire. Those two combined to win 21 
stakes and earn over $1.8 million. 

I The juvenile filly Xtra Heat, 
who had her unbeaten streak 
snapped when unplaced in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes-G1 at Churchill Downs 
in her previous start, rebound¬ 
ed to take Charles Town’s Snow 
White Stakes in handy fashion 
one month later. Kenneth 
Taylor’s filly gained her sixth 
stakes win from eight starts. 

I Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, Md., was 
set to launch the stud career of 
Storm Cat’s son Lion Hearted, 
a multiple graded stakes-placed 
runner out of Grade 1 winner 
Cadillacing (by Alydar). The 
dark bay colt, from the illustri¬ 
ous Phipps family of champi¬ 
ons Easy Goer and broodmare 
of the year Relaxing (his sec¬ 
ond dam), would stand his first 
season for $5,000.

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Laura Pickett, Forest 
Boyce and Alex White met at 
Hall of Fame trainer Mikey 
Smithwick's farm in Hydes, 
Md. The girls did everything 
there-mucking stalls, riding 
foxhunters, rubbing timber 
horses. They jumped fences 
from the walk. They learned 
about legs. They rode don¬ 
keys, mules, ponies. They 
rode in mock races and shows 
on the farm. The place was 
part summer camp, part rac¬ 
ing stable, where kids learned 
from the ground up and back 
down again. 

The iconic horseman was 
as much a teacher as he was 
a horse trainer, instilling life¬ 
long horsemanship to any kid 
who came through the farm. 
His mantras included: Think 
like a horse... know their legs 
like you know the back of 
your hand. . . it's easier for a 
green horse to jump downhill 
than uphill.. . the more things 
to spook at (peacocks, dogs, 
goats), the better. 

Born in Maryland and like 
horses? You went to Mikey's. 
Alumni include all-time lead¬ 
ing steeplechase jockey Joe 
Aitcheson, top Irish jump 
jockey Paul Carberry, Triple 
Crown-winning trainer Billy 
Turner, champion steeple¬ 
chase trainer Jack Fisher, 
Olympic show rider and first 
woman to ride the Maryland 
Hunt Cup Kathy Kusner, 


Maryland Hunt Cup-winning 
riders Billy Meister, Tommy 
Smith and Turney McKnight, 
Maryland Jockey Club racing 
secretary Georganne Hale, 
Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association presi¬ 
dent Richard Hoffberger, most 
of the hunt field at Elkridge- 
Harford and three women 
who usually start their day at 
Andor Farm in Monkton, Md. 

Formerly Foxhall Farm, 
home of legendary sportsman 
Foxhall Keene and the Foxhall 
Team Race, the farm serves 


as home for Pickett, stable for 
White and launching pad for 
Boyce. 

Pickett and her husband, 
Taylor, bought the 130-acre 
farm from the estate of Mi¬ 
chael Wettach about 11 years 
ago. Nestled in Elkridge-Har- 
ford hunt country, just down 
the road from Tom and Mimi 
Voss's Atlanta Hall Farm, 
Andor Farm, once owned by 
Wettach's mother, Guggen¬ 
heim heiress Barbara Obre, 
has a long history of horses, 
including Triple Crown win- 
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Laura Pickett and Alex White with White's dog Lily. Below,

ner Seattle Slew, who got his 
early education on the farm. 

When Smithwick died 
from a form of Parkinson's 
disease in 2006, Camelot was 
over. Smithwick's longtime 
partner. White, needed a fresh 
start. White had run the show 
at Hydes for years but needed 
a new base, a new project, a 
new life. 

Pickett offered it. "Laura 
liked what we did. They 
had the farm and said to me, 
'What do you think?'" White 
said. "The thing about Hyde 
[she doesn't pronounce the 
s] was, it was never the fanci¬ 
est place but it was made for 
horses. I never saw a horse 
come there who didn't flour¬ 
ish. We tried to make Andor 
quite a bit like Hyde. It was 


horse-friendly. We tried to do 
things the same way. It's prob¬ 
ably not as good as Hyde, but 
it's pretty damn good." 

It was very good in 2010. 

Focusing on quality turf 
horses. White, 48, produced 
eight wins from just 35 starts 
(doubling her 2009 win total) 
and Boyce set Laurel Park 
alight, earning the leading 
jockey title at the short sum¬ 
mer meet and the extended 
fall meet, winning 110 races 
by the beginning of December. 
As for Pickett-she runs the 
farm, rides her hunters with 
White's string, owns an occa¬ 
sional horse with White, and 
watches the show. 

Smithwick would be proud 
of the success, the theme, the 
approach, the alumni.

Boyce credits White for her 
start. 

"Alex has been a huge help. 
She does things very similar 
to [Smithwick]. She taught me 
so much when I first went to 
Mikey's and it's fun to contin¬ 
ue it," Boyce said. "We have 
history, that's why I still go 
there in the morning and 
work horses whenever she 
needs me. The first race I won 
was for Alex White. She really 
helped me when nobody 
wanted to put me on horses." 

White credits Boyce for 
part of her success. "Forest 
was very instrumental this 
year. She breezed a lot of the 
horses. She's a smart kid. 
She wants to learn. She never 
gave up. She's a good horse¬ 
woman. The jumping people 
do everything-they've been 
bandaging horses at night 
since they were kids," White 
said. "Mikey thought like a 
horse. It sounds crazy, but he 
would figure out what horses 
thought and what they need¬ 
ed. I hope some of that wore 
off on me. I thought he was 
better at that than anybody; it 
was like he could get in their 
heads." 


Pickett, who worked for 
Smithwick for 10 years and 
kept her hunter at Smith¬ 
wick's farm, enjoys being a 
part of the success. 

"This place needs horses 
on it. I threw the offer out 
there and it's worked out," 
Pickett said. "We're proud of 
Alex; we're proud of the farm. 
Mikey's was magical, it was 
absolutely magical, and I'd 
like to think there's a little bit 
of Mikey here at Andor too. 
He would have loved it here." 

Mythical Hero, Colony 
Club and Belarus led the way 
for White in 2010. 

Mythical Hero won twice 
and just missed in a tough al¬ 
lowance at Belmont Park in 
the fall. White purchased the 
son of Empire Maker as a 
3-year-old racing prospect for 
$9,000 at the Keeneland Nov¬ 
ember sale in 2008 from breed¬ 
er Juddmonte Farms. Mythi¬ 
cal Hero is out of Lyphard's 
$988,691-eamer Jolypha (a full 
sister to European great Danc¬ 
ing Brave), who finished third 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
G1 behind champions A.P In¬ 
dy and Pleasant Tap, in 1992. 
White started Mythical Hero, 
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with Boyce aboard, at Middle- 
burg point-to-point in 2009. 

Colony Club won three 
times, finished fourth in the 
Jameela Stakes at Laurel, and 
was beaten four lengths in the 
Buffalo Trace Franklin County 
Stakes at Keeneland, boost¬ 
ing her career total to $99,464. 
White purchased Colony Club 
(Lion Hearted—Wild Shine, 
by Wild Again), a legacy of 
Allaire duPont's prolific Bohe¬ 
mia Stable, at the 2007 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale for $7,500. Col¬ 
ony Club, with Boyce aboard, 
started out at Marlborough 
point-to-point in 2009. 

Belarus won a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on the turf at Pim¬ 
lico in April (one of White's 
four winners at that meet, all 
of whom came straight off

the farm) and crushed $25,000 
conditioned claimers at Laurel 
in November. By Polish Miner 
out of North of Hope, Belarus 
is owned, bred and trained by 
White and started at Marlbor¬ 
ough in 2009 as well. 

"I'm so proud of those 
horses. They're all classy 
horses and for one reason or 
another I got them for inex¬ 
pensive prices and they've 
all flourished," White said. "I 
don't think there was a horse 
we paid more than $10,000 for; 
you have to be proud of that. 

"We went to Monmouth 
and had a second, a third, a 
fourth. They were 50-1. We 
had a filly go to Keeneland 
and have a terrible trip and 
get beat four lengths against 
some of the best sprinting 
turf fillies in the country. It

from the soggy turf to the fast 
main track after heavy rains 
earlier in the week. 

Erick Rodriguez kept Blind 
Date far back from pacesetter 
Fascinatin' Rhythm, who led 
to the three-sixteenths marker 
before surrendering fairly eas¬ 
ily when confronted by Ask 
the Moon, who had joined 
Blind Date in the run to the 
finish line. Blind Date com¬ 
pleted the distance in 1:38.06 
and finished three-quarters 
of a length ahead of Ask the 
Moon, while defending cham¬ 
pion Love's Blush loomed a 
threat but finished third. Next 
in order of finish were Fasci¬ 
natin' Rhythm, Amelia's Brio, 
My Sweet Nenana and Profit. 

Blind Date (by Not For 
Love), trained by Hamilton 
Smith, has been a consistent 
performer on both the turf 
and the main track, and was 
voted champion Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old filly of 2009. 
She came into the All Brandy 
off a strong victory in the 
Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap. This was her sixth 
career stakes victory. 

"We're very proud of her," 
said Smith of his star. "It 
looked as if she wasn't getting 


in gear as she usually does but 
once she got clear, she made a 
run." 

"I really had plenty of 
horse," said Rodriguez. "I 
didn't know how much horse 
Karamanos [Horacio Kara- 
manos on Ask the Moon] had 
but I was comfortable. I was in 
between horses and waiting to 
see what happened. I just had 
a lot more horse." 

Blind Date, who is now 
8-of-17 lifetime with earnings 
of $357,260, is out of Backer's 
good race mare Snit (by Fit 
to Fight; $454,547, Cotillion 
H-G2, etc.), who is also the 
dam of stakes winner Sales 
Tax ($178,266, All Brandy S, 
etc.) and stakes-placed Bitter 
Lemon.

a quarter lengths. Brave as a 
Lion, Squabble, Malibu Moon 
Dance and Miss Speak fol¬ 
lowed. 

"I thought we were in trou¬ 
ble turning for home because 
it is a deeper track than she's 
been racing on," said trainer 
Tim Hills. "I wasn't too wor¬ 
ried about the distance. Flat¬ 
ter is an A.P. Fidy and a mile is 
well within her scope." 

Catch a Thief has finished 
first or second in six of her 
seven career starts, including 
four victories, for earnings of 
$158,900. The runner-up, who 
won the Maryland Million 
Oaks in her last start, on Octo¬ 
ber 2, finished first or second 
in eight of nine races during 
her sophomore season. 

"Beating a horse like Bal¬ 
timore Belle you got to have 
on your running shoes," 
said Vega. "My filly, as soon 
as she got headed, got mad 
and started to run. It's a good 
feeling when you get a horse 
hooked and you're the one 
that takes off. Both fillies ran 
well." 

Catch a Thief completed 
the one mile on the main track 
in 1:38.39. 

She is the latest of numer¬ 
ous stakes winners bred by 
Elk Manor Farm, the North 
East, Md., establishment op¬ 
erated for many years by Jim 
Moran, who died in April

Neversaidiwassweet, a Eu¬ 
rosilver filly bred in Maryland 
by the Alan S. Kline Revo¬ 
cable Trust, scored an impres¬ 
sive victory in the $100,000 
Miesque Stakes-G3 at Holly¬ 
wood Park on November 28. 

Carrying the colors of John 
Brunetti's Red Oak Stable, 
Neversaidiwassweet, the 
second choice in the field of 
seven, rallied for a half-length 
win under jockey Rafael Beja- 
rano. The Jerry Hollendorfer 
trainee completed the mile 
over firm turf in 1:35.88. 

"She didn't show me any 
speed today because she 
broke really, really slow," Beja- 
rano said. "I had to change my 
game plan because I thought 
I was going to be on the lead 
easy. After the first turn, all 
I could do was stay behind 
and make one big run. One 
time she ran really well at Ellis 
Park [her July 17 debutj. She 
came from behind and fin¬ 
ished second and I knew she 
could do the same thing today 
if she had to." 

Said Hollendorfer: "She's 
worked well on the synthetic, 
and I think she'll run on dirt, 
too, but we have to prove that, 
I guess. In my observation of 
her gallop out, I would think 


she could get a lot more dis¬ 
tance." 

A Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber yearling RNA at $7,000, 
Neversaidiwassweet sold for 
$28,000 as an Ocala Breeders' 
Sales Company April 2-year- 
old. She is the third foal, and 
only runner, out of the un¬ 
raced Storm Creek mare Surg¬ 
ing Storm (also bred in Mary¬ 
land by Kline), who has since 
produced a yearling filly by 
Officer. Tracing back to one 
of Kline's foundation mares. 
Electric Blanket, Neversaid- 
iwassweet's third dam, this 
is the family of multiple 
Grade 2 winner Looie Capote 
(Capote), dual Italian Group 3 
victor Heart of Groom (Blush¬ 
ing Groom-Ire) and Canadian 
Grade 3 heroine Feathers 
(Cherokee Run). 

Neversaidiwassweet be¬ 
gan her career with trainer 
Greg Compton, finishing sec¬ 
ond and sixth in her first two 
starts over turf at Ellis Park. 
Sent to trainer Kristin Mul- 
hall in California, the juve¬ 
nile responded to the change 
in climate and barns to win 
a maiden special weight at 
a mile over turf on October

Steady Warrior 
lives up to his name 
in Tri-State Futurity 

Steady Warrior, the 2-year- 
old colt who rose to the fore 
with an impressive victory 
on Maryland Million Day, af¬ 
firmed his quality with a dom¬ 


inating performance in the 
$100,000 Tri-State Futurity on 
November 6 at Charles Town. 

The Maryland-bred stum¬ 
bled coming out of the gate 
and went to his knees, then 
righted himself for a length 
and a quarter victory over sta- 
blemate Bumpy Road in the 
seven-furlong race for 2-year- 
olds foaled in Maryland, Vir¬ 
ginia or West Virginia. 

Co-owned by his breed¬ 
er, Foard Wilgis and Da¬ 
vid Picarello's ZWP Stable, 
and trainer Gary Capuano, 
Steady Warrior has registered 
three wins and one second in 
four lifetime starts, earning 
$194,358. He was runner-up 
in Delaware Park's First State 
Dash Stakes on October 16. 

Steady Warrior (out of 
the Malibu Moon mare Slow 
and Steady) is from the first 
crop of Cherokee's Boy, who 
won the 2002 Tri-State Fu¬ 
turity en route to honors as 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
champion. Cherokee's Boy 
(by Citidancer) is one of three 
horses to win the Tri-State Fu¬ 
turity and also sire a winner 
of that race. Now standing at 
Allen and Audrey Murray's 
Murmur Farm in Darlington, 
Md., Cherokee's Boy earned 
$1,177,946 and was Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year in 2005. 

Patriot's Path gets his 
PA Hunt Cup 

Second in 2008, a faller at 
the last fence in 2009, Patriot's 
Path finally got his Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hunt Cup, at age 10, 
on November 7 at Unionville, 
Pa. Owned by Irv Naylor and 
trained by Desmond Fogarty, 
the Maryland-bred son of 
Carnivalay had to win a three- 
way stretch battle with Bon 
Caddo and Professor Maxwell 
to get there but won for the 
third time this fall. 

Bon Caddo set a measured 
pace throughout, skipped 
away after the second-last and 
had company from the win¬ 
ner and Professor Maxwell at 
the last. Bon Caddo landed 
running and built a narrow 
advantage in the first three 
strides but couldn't withstand 
Patriot's Path's late energy. 
Professor Maxwell settled for 
third.

Maryland Horse 
Industry Board 
awards grants 

totaling $17,693 

From the Maryland Department of Agriculture 


Therapeutic programs, 
equine rescue organizations, 
youth clubs, educational and 
research programs are among 
the 18 organizations receiv¬ 
ing $17,693 in grants from 
the Maryland Horse Indus¬ 
try Board. The grants help to 
strengthen the industry by 
building awareness of and 
involvement in the horse in¬ 
dustry through research, edu¬ 
cation and promotional activi¬ 
ties. 

"The equine industry is an 
integral part of Maryland's 
cultural and economic heri¬ 
tage," said Maryland Agricul¬ 
ture Secretary Buddy Hance. 
"The scope and value of proj¬ 
ects that the board evaluated 
illustrates the demand for 
these grants, and the 'feed 
fund' continues to make it 
possible to support more of 
those requests." 

Funding for these grants 
was unavailable until Gov¬ 
ernor Martin O'Malley and 
the legislature approved the 
current budget appropria¬ 
tion. The funds were made 
possible through legislation 
entered in the 2009 session 
by Delegate Virginia Clagett. 
The Maryland Feed Fund, es¬ 


tablished during the 2002 leg¬ 
islative session, provides an 
ongoing source of money to 
promote the horse industry. 
The refundable $6 per ton as¬ 
sessment on equine feed costs 
about $3 per horse per year to 
the horse owner and supports 
this grant program as well as 
other promotional, research 
and outreach activities under¬ 
taken by the Maryland Horse 
Industry Board. 

The board received 46 
grant applications totaling 
more than $188,000, dem¬ 
onstrating the need for this 
funding. Projects were evalu¬ 
ated for value to the industry, 
degree of industry promotion, 
size and scope of the activity, 
financial need, and quality of 
the written presentation. Since 
2001, the board has awarded 
174 grants totaling more than

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Thoroughbred breeders and horsemen 
reject curtailed racing schedule 


A November 15, 2010, memorandum to 

Governor Chris Christie from Jon Hanson, 
chairman of the Governor’s Advisory 
Commission on Gaming, Sports, and Entertainment, 
calling for the reduction of Thoroughbred racing 
days from the statutory minimum of a 141- 
day meet to a 59-day meet at Monmouth Park 
was resoundingly rejected by the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association (NJTHA) and 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of New Jersey 
(TBANJ). 

Calling the memorandum unacceptable, NJTHA 
president John Forbes said the recommendation was 
unworkable. 

"The most recent recommendations from 
chairman Hanson would destroy Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding in New Jersey. A solid live-racing 
calendar with ample racing opportunities is the 
foundation this industry is built on,” said Forbes. 
"Live racing is the life blood of our industry. To 
reduce our calendar from the statutory requirement 
of 141 days to 59 would take away too many jobs 
from New Jersey citizens working in the horse racing 
industry. For this reason, these workers would have 
no choice but to leave New Jersey and live/work/ 
race in surrounding states that schedule year-around 
Thoroughbred racing with solid purses supported 
by numerous revenue streams, including casino 
wagering and slot machine wagering at race tracks.” 

Any incentive to own and/or breed Thoroughbred 
horses in New Jersey would disappear because live 
racing enables a Thoroughbred owner to see a return 
on his/her investment. The same goes for breeding. 
Incentives to breed race horses are tied to racing 
purses. The less racing, the less opportunity to run a 
New Jersey-bred horse. 

"Why would a New Jersey based breeder keep 
their horses or farms in New Jersey if there aren’t 
enough opportunities to receive a return on their 


investment?” said Tom Swales, president of the 
TBANJ. "The answer is they won’t. New Jersey is 
surrounded by racing states, including New York, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware,where there is a proven 
commitment to their horse racing and breeding 
industry by state government. These are states that 
enable live racing to succeed, which in turn allows 
breeding to thrive, and breeders to earn a return on 
their investment,” he added. "Without adequate live 
racing opportunities, existing, productive farmland 
will lose value and New Jersey will be left with 
nothing but land ripe for commercial development 
by individuals such as Jon Hanson who have made 
their living for decades off the build out of open 
space and farmland.” 

New Jersey has lost 50 percent of its farmland 
over the past 50 years, according to the New Jersey 
Farm Bureau. Horsemen and breeders believe this 
trend will only accelerate with a reduction of racing 
days resulting in more farmland and open space 
being swallowed by both commercial and residential 
development. 

Thoroughbred horsemen and breeders are 
confident that if the Hanson recommendations to 
reduce live racing are accepted by the governor, the 
industry would have a solid legal basis to challenge 
the change because the recommendations unlawfully 
deprive the industry of its existing statutory and 
contractual rights. 

Currently, the law requires 141 days of live 
Thoroughbred racing until 2016 with no fewer 
than 120 days of live Thoroughbred racing after 
that year. This is further memorialized in a contract 
between the NJTHA and the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority (NJSEA), the owners of 
Monmouth Park and the Meadowlands, ensuring 
that the 141 days of Thoroughbred racing would be 
run at either or both of these race tracks and a court 
approved settlement agreement dated June 30, 2004, 
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which resolved litigation over the minimum level of 
live racing days which is enforceable in court. 

The horse racing industry is acutely aware that 
the Hanson recommendations were a direct result 
of the NJSEA’s breach of the court settlement 
agreement and contract between the two parties. The 
court order sets forth the following stipulations: 

1. The NJSEA or its successor shall he obligated to run 
141 Thoroughbred racing dates in the years 2008 through 
2016 inclusive . Beginningin 2017 the NJSEA, or its 
successor ; may seek a reduction in dates, but never for less 
than 120 days; 

2. The NJSEA agrees it will not seek, recommend 
or support any legislative changes in the number of 
Thoroughbred racing dates for any year which is non- 
consistent with this Agreement; 

3. The NJSEA agrees that it will only apply for racing 
days consistent with this Agreement and that it will not 
accept any allocation which does not comply with the dates 
and schedule set forth herein; 

4. It is specifically intended and agreed by the Parties that 
in the view of the possible sale/lease of Monmouth Park and 
the Meadowlands racetracks to another entity, that this 2004 
Modified Agreement shall be binding and enforceable upon 
all parties, successors, ownership entities, purchaser, lessee/ 
lessor, assignee/assignor, or any form of successor to the 
current racetrack owners; 

5. This 2004 Modified Stipulation of Settlement shall be 
enforceable through an action in the Superior Court of New 
Jersey, Chancery Division, Monmouth County; 

6. It is expressly represented and certified that the 
individuals executing this 2004 Modified Agreement on 
behalf of their respective parties have the authority to execute 
and bind the parties into this 2004 Modified Agreement; and 

7. It is further represented that, as of the date of filing 
hereof with the Court, this 2004 Modified Agreement has 
been ratified and an appropriate Resolution issued by the 
Board of each party hereto. 

Horsemen and breeders believe the NJSEA has 
consistently violated the terms of this agreement, 
which ultimately will be litigated. 

With respect to the dual racing meet with both 
breeds racing at Monmouth Park, the Thoroughbred 
horsemen and breeders have considered the overall 
concept and in fact, have supported the concept - not 
as their first choice, but as a way to try to reduce the 
overall cost of racing for New Jersey. 

"We were willing to embrace the idea if it 
was done correctly and providing that it did not 
negatively impact either breed,” said Forbes. "In no 
way did it mean we would accept a reduction of the 
statutory 141 days of live Thoroughbred racing. We 
are willing to work with Governor Christie and Mr. 
Hanson to further study this concept as long as the 
overall result is in no way detrimental to New Jersey’s 
racing and breeding industry.” 

Off-track wagering (OTW) and account deposit 
wagering also are tied to the live Thoroughbred 


racing requirement of 141 days. OTWs and the 
account and phone wagering system would be 
required to shut down if live Thoroughbred racing 
were reduced. Additionally, a reduction in live 
Thoroughbred racing days, as contemplated by the 
Hanson recommendation, may cause New Jersey 
horsemen to exercise their rights under federal law 
to withhold their racing signal from being shown 
outside the borders of New Jersey. If New Jersey’s 
Thoroughbred horsemen make such a drastic 
move as halting their signal from going to other 
racing states, horsemen from other racing states 
in the nation may decide to use their federal rights 
and not send their signal into New Jersey. Such 
a move by out-of-state Thoroughbred horsemen 
could potentially shut out New Jersey residents 
from wagering on signature Thoroughbred races, 
including the Kentucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont Stakes, among others. This dynamic is 
permitted under federal law so that horsemen have a 
means of protecting the live racing product in their 
home states. 

"No one in the Thoroughbred industry wants 
any of this to happen,” said Forbes. "In fact, we 
are saddened by the lack of commitment to our 
long-term viability shown by the appointees of 
the executive branch. Hopefully, the governor will 
not accept this recommendation by the Hanson 
Commission as it would be the last nail in a coffin 
labeled New Jersey Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding.” 
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Gaming bills advance 

A package of bills stemming from the Legislative Democrats’ 
Joint Gaming Summit held earlier this year that would 
help stabilize and revitalize the state’s ailing horse racing 
and casino gaming industries was approved by the Senate State 
Government, Wagering, Tourism and Historic Preservation 
Committee on November 9. 

"Today’s action in the State Government Committee was 
only the first part of a comprehensive plan to make New Jersey’s 
casinos and race tracks more economically productive,” said 
Senator Jim Whelan (D-Atlantic), chair of the committee. "The 
fact remains that gaming and wagering represent a substantial 
part of our state’s economy, and employ thousands of state 
residents from every corner of New Jersey. We have a responsibility 
to give our state’s casinos and race tracks the tools they need to 
be economically competitive with facilities in neighboring states, 
but also to ensure that the industry can remain sustainable for the 
future.” 

The first bill in the package, S829, sponsored by Senator 
Richard J. Codey (D-Essex), would authorize the New Jersey Racing 
Commission to issue a license to the Sports and Exposition 
Authority to establish an exchange wagering system in New 
Jersey. Under the proposed system, which would allow New Jersey 
residents who are at least 18 years of age to open an account, 
bettors would be able to set up exchange wagering accounts, and 
two or more bettors would be able to place directly opposing 
wagers on the outcome of a horse race or races. Exchange wagering 
differs from the existing pari-mutuel betting taking place at 
horse tracks in the state in that bettors are matched directly with 
opposing bettors, as opposed to betting against odds that are set by 
the licensed race track operator. Under the bill, bets could be paired 
against opposing wagers in New Jersey or any other state that has 
a legal exchange wagering system. Exchange wagering could also 
be set up so that bettors can place their bets in person at the race 
track, by direct telephone call, or by communication through some 
other electronic medium, including over the Internet. 

"Unless we do something to make horse racing in New Jersey 
relevant in the 21st century, we’re going to see more and more 
revenue go out of state as New Jersey residents head for the borders 
to place their bets,” said Sen. Codey. "Exchange wagering is one 
way to inject some excitement into New Jersey horse racing, and 
hopefully, get more people to place their bets in-state. We need to 
be open to other ways of boosting our ailing horse racing industry, 
but I think exchange wagering will be a significant step in the 
right direction to put the horse racing industry on surer financial 
footing.” 

The second bill in the package, S1980, sponsored by Senator 
Paul A. Sarlo (D-Rergen, Essex, Passaic), would make various 
changes to the state’s Off-Track and Account Wagering Act, to 
ensure that off-track wagering (OT W) facilities are being built 
in New Jersey. Under current law, the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority and private race tracks are permitted to 
develop 15 (OTW) parlors throughout the state. Under Sen. Sarlo’s 
bill, the 15 current permit holders would have to show progress by 
January 1 2012, or those permits would revert to the horsemen’s 
organizations, and if the horsemen’s organizations cannot show

progress, the permits would go to the open market, to allow 
any private investor to bid on the development rights for those 
facilities. 

"Off-track wagering has been a proven economic benefit in 
the three locations where they’ve been allowed to operate, posting 
profits every year since they’ve been in place,” said Sen. Sarlo. 
"However, under the current system, the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority is the sole entity eligible to build these 
facilities, and as a result, we’ve seen a lag in construction and 
development, despite the established economic benefits. This bill is 
intended to break the logjam of development for OTW parlors, and 
spur economic activity in areas of the state where live racing just 
isn’t practical.” 

The third bill, S2229, sponsored by Sen. Codey, would allow 
race tracks to combine all wagers placed on the results of one or 
more runnings or harness horse races into a single pari-mutuel 
pool. By creating larger pari-mutuel pools, race tracks can handle a 
greater variety of wagers and reduce the adverse effect of large pay¬ 
outs to the race track’s bottom line. 

"This bill essentially gives race tracks the ability to insulate 
themselves from going broke,” said Sen. Codey. "If a single bettor 
has a bad night at the races, they’re hopefully not betting with their 
life savings and can continue to make ends meet. However, if a 
race track has a bad night at the races, it can have a domino effect, 
destabilizing the race track’s finances and eating into its economic 
well-being.” 

The final bill in the package, S2390, sponsored by Sens. Sarlo 
and Whelan, would lower the minimum requirement for the 
number of Standardbred horse racing dates scheduled at the 
Meadowlands and Freehold Raceway to 100 dates per season 
at each track. The move, following the successful adoption of a 
reduced schedule at Monmouth Park earlier this year, would ensure 
larger purses and more prestigious races. 

"We’ve seen the success of a reduced schedule at Monmouth 
Park in drawing bigger names and more exciting races to that 
track, and we want to see that replicated at the Meadowlands,” 
said Sen. Sarlo. "With the current schedule at the Meadowlands, 
our resources are spread too thin, and we’re not getting the biggest 
bang for our buck. This bill will ensure a greater return on our 
investment, and will put more people in the seats come race day.” 

"These bills represent a good first step to stabilizing our casinos 
and race tracks throughout the state,” said Sen. Whelan. "As we 
move forward, we have to keep our eyes on the goal of creating a 
sustainable gaming and wagering economy for the entire state, 
not just one particular region. By taking a comprehensive, all- 
inclusive approach to reforming the state’s casino and horse 
racing industries, we can make sure that these industries play an 
important part in New Jersey’s economic future for many years to 
come.” 

All four bills were unanimously approved by the committee. 
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Loving Dove wins colts/geldings 
division ofjerseyjuvenile Stakes 



I n the $70,000 Jersey Juvenile Stakes for state- 
bred colts and geldings on November 13 at 
Monmouth Park, Red Oak Stable’s Loving Dove 
rallied under jockey Elvis Trujillo to capture the six- 


furlong contest by a length and a half in 1:11 flat. 
Porcini Prince finished second, and it was another 
three-quarters of a length back to He Is a Hotty. 

“This is a very talented horse,” commented 
trainer Greg Sacco, noting that Loving Dove - a son 
of New Jersey-based stallion Mo Mon - raced against 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf winner Pluck in the 
Continental Mile (at Monmouth on August 14) and 
faced Monmouth’s star juvenile Sweet Ducky in his 
last outing, the September 25 Garden State Stakes. “I 
can’t say right now if he’s better going short or long. 
He’ll get time off now and come back February 15 
and prepare for next season here.” 

Loving Dove racked up his second win in five 
starts in the Jersey Juvenile, pushing his earnings to 
$89,500. 

Bred by Dianne Boyken, who stands Mo Mon at 
her Four Winds Farm in Millstone Township, N.J., 
Loving Dove is a full brother to 5-year-old Moneigh 
Lisa, winner of the Spruce Fir Handicap this past in 
July; Moneigh Lisa, also stakes-placed in 2010, has 
earned $223,332 in 19 starts. The brother-sister duo 
are out of the Dove Hunt mare Dove Creek. 




Breathoffreshheir captures fillies 
division ofjerseyjuvenile Stakes 



N ew Farm’s homebred Breathoffreshheir 
strutted her stuff through the stretch to 
post a two-length win in the fillies division 
of the $70,000 Jersey Juvenile Stakes for Newjersey- 
breds on November 13 at Monmouth Park. 

Trained by Ben Perkins Jr., Breathoffreshheir 
covered the six furlongs over a fast main track in 
1:11.19 as the 6-5 favorite in the field of six. Ima 
Jersey Girl finished second and it was four lengths 
back to Readybdancing in third. 

“I had a great trip,” said winning jockey C.H. 
Marquez Jr. “Ben told me to try to go to the front, 
and we left running. When I called upon her, she 
switched and I had something in reserve. Ben decided 
to put blinkers on after her last race, and I think it 
made all the difference.” 

The win marked her second in three starts, all 
at Monmouth, for Breathoffreshheir, who finished 
second in allowance company her last time out. 

In her maiden special weight debut, the daughter 
of Wildcat Heir was an easy winner on August 
29. Breathoffreshheir has banked $95,730 for her 
connections. 

Breathoffreshheir is out of the Appealing Skier 
mare Uphill Skier, who won four stakes, all at 
Monmouth, and posted career earnings of $265,250.

Dancinginherdreams, a 
Tapit filly bred by NCTA member 
Nancy Shuford, captured the 42nd run¬ 
ning of the Pocahontas Stakes-G2 at 
Churchill Downs on October 31. 

It was the second juvenile start and 
second win for the filly, who is the first 
starter for her dam, Mayan Milagra (by 
Menifee), a half-sister to three stakes per¬ 
formers. Dancinginherdreams scored by 
five and a quarter lengths, traveling a 
mile in 1:38.59 under jockey Julien Lepa- 
roux. Owned by John Oxley, who pur¬ 
chased her for $330,000 at the 2009 
Keeneland September Yearling sale, she 
is trained by John Ward. 

Dancinginherdreams scored by five 
lengths in her maiden special debut at 
Keeneland on October 10. In her first two 
starts, she earned $124,529. 

Shuford was also represented as a 
breeder by 2010 juvenile winner Wanna 
Be Ready (Chelsey Cat—Wanna Be Good 
by Spectacular Bid), who captured a six- 
furlong maiden special weight at Moun¬ 
taineer Park on November 7. That filly is 
owned and trained by Tom Gostlin. 

B ill Thompson’s homebred stakes- 
winning filly Ariana D (Rock Slide— 
Derby Tie, by Black Tie Affair-1 re) won a 
seven-furlong allowance race at Keene¬ 
land on October 23. After traveling two 
turns in her last three starts, she took to 
the shorter distance, prevailing by one 
and a half lengths. Now 5, Ariana D is 
trained by Merrill Scherer. 

Thompson’s hard-hitting old gelding 
Dumbledore, Ariana D’s half-brother by 
Prospect Bay, turned 10 with the new 
year. But you wouldn’t have known it by 
watching him finish second in a race at 
Woodbine on September 19, going a mile 
and a sixteenth for trainer Laurie Silvera. 

Thompson lost Dumbledore in a 
claiming race earlier this year and quick¬ 
ly claimed him back. In 39 starts, the

homebred has 20 wins and placings and 
earnings of $298,177. 

J ump Forward (Jump Start—Land On 
Your Feet, by Silver Deputy), bred in 
partnership by Reggie Beeson, jumped 
up and won two in a row as a 2-year-old 
last fall-a maiden special weight on Oc¬ 
tober 7 at Pinnacle Race Course in Michi¬ 
gan, followed by an allowance at Moun¬ 
taineer Park on November 6. The colt is 
owned by Thomas Brower and trained by 
James Jackson. 

R obtadi (Eurosilver—Sir Harriett, by 
Sir Harry Lewis), bred by Bob San¬ 
ford, finished second in a six and a half¬ 
furlong allowance race at Delta Downs on 
November 4. She is owned by M&H Sta¬ 
bles, who bought her for $16,000 (in her 
third trip through the sales ring) at an 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales company 2-year- 
olds in training auction, and is condi¬ 
tioned by Ray Tracy. In 10 career starts, 
the now 4-year-old filly has earned 
$44,818. 

S andy and Joanne Dew continue to 
keep tabs on the now 7-year-old Ja¬ 
cob’s Run (Gulch—Cozy Blues, by Cure 
the Blues), who is still doing some hard 
running.

Medicine, Department of Clinical Stud¬ 
ies: 

The College of Veterinary Medicine at 
North Carolina State University has been 
interested in foot conformation and its 
potential role in upper limb injury for 
some time. In a PhD research project at 
NC State by Dr. Raphael Labens, under 
the guidance of Drs. Anthony Blikslager, 
Rich Redding, Jay Levine and Richard 
Mansmann, and incorporating other hos¬ 
pitals that perform MRI in Lexington, 


Ky., and California, the role of surfaces 
and conformation related to hind limb 
high suspensory injuries is being exam¬ 
ined. In a novel approach, the group is 
working with photo-modelling tech¬ 
niques to evaluate hind limb and foot con¬ 
formation. Furthermore, work is being 
performed to quantitatively evaluate the 
surfaces on which these injuries occurred. 

This project has been launched in re¬ 
sponse to an increasing body of evidence 
that suggests that conformation and 
training surface quality play an important 
role in the prevention of disease irrespec¬ 
tive of the riding discipline of the horse. 


Anyone interested in helping financial¬ 
ly with Dr. Labens’s project may contact 
Dr. Sam Jones at the college (samJones® 
ncsu.edu). While at this point only horses 
are being admitted to the study that have 
had MRI performed at the select centers, 
the researchers hope that in the future 
they will be able to offer owners confor¬ 
mational and surfaces analyses with the 
view of identifying horses particularly at 
risk.

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Smarty Jones draws huge crowd for homecoming

As the fog finally began to lift on a brisk 
but beautiful Saturday November morning in 
southeast York County, a certain amount of 
nervous anticipation was released. My nerves 
weren't those that I or my counterparts may 
not perform up to snuff but were conjured 
up from the thought that I didn't want to let 
Smarty Jones down, or for that matter I didn't 
want the people to let him down. Ghost Ridge 
Farms wanted to allow fans to reconnect 
with their hero, their prodigal son, and for the 
fans to pay homage to one of racing's finest. 
Smarty Jones-the Pennsylvania-bred who went 
undefeated through the 2004 Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness, and just missed in the Belmont 
Stakes-deserved a hero's welcome. 

The first of what was to become thousands 
of well-wishers arrived shortly after 9 a.m on 
November 21. The crowds were free to roam the 
facility at Ghost Ridge Farms; the breeding shed 
seemed to serve as the ideal meet-and-greet for 
many. In the holding area a looped movie was 
well under way showing the emphatic victories 
along with that fateful day at Belmont Park. 

Six years on, people were overheard saying,"I 
still can't believe he didn't win." I spoke with 
hundreds of people that day, but it was the 
image of a sports writer from The Patriot-News 
clambering to catch a glimpse of Smarty that will 
stick with me. To watch a professional succumb 
to restraint and just allow himself to be a fan 
was remarkable. 

Smarty Jones, who is set to stand at stud at 
Ghost Ridge this year, was brought out to crowds 
of supporters every 45 minutes throughout the

day. I would recount his string of victories and, of 
course, that narrow defeat. People would watch as 
the perpetual showman stood tall and allowed all 
to see that greatness comes from within. The crowd 
acknowledged its hero with quiet applause. He then

returned to his stall and waited patiently as we 
brought another of our stallions to the forefront. I 
don't think any of us were prepared for the crowds 
that would appear outside of his stall in between 
each of the shows, 20 and 30 deep, stretching the 
length of the barn. 

When the final show was completed and the 
last vehicle had pulled away late in the afternoon, 

I think all of us realized we were witness to 
something that transcended sport. Smarty Jones 
connects with people on a personal level-as 
very few celebrities can. He captured the hearts 
of a generation. The exceptional year that we 
experienced with Zenyatta and Goldikova reminded 
us all why we love this sport. The lights may have 
faded from the track, Smart/s racing days long 
since gone. But his brilliance remains. 








MORE PA-BRED RACES 
SCHEDULED AT PARX RACING 

Philadelphia Park horsemen have endorsed 
a program calling for more overnight races for 
Pennsylvania-breds. Beginning in December, up to 
eight restricted races per month will be written for 
maidens and as conditioned allowance races for 
PA-breds at the discretion of racing secretary Sal 
Sinatra. 

It is expected that during the monthly cycle four 
races will be carded for 3-year-olds, and four will be 
for 3-year-olds and upward. 

The forty percent (40%) PA-bred owner bonus 
will not be offered on these restricted races, the 
purse value of which will be identical to the book 
value of corresponding open races. These races 
will be in addition to any races that close to open 
company when eight or more PA-bred betting 
interests pass the entry box. 


The owner bonus on overnight races that prefer 
PA-breds as starters will not be affected.

Breeders’ Cup unkind 
to VA-breds 


I n 2010, for the first time ever, 
three Virginia-breds went to 
the post in Breeders’ Cup races. 
Unfortunately, none of the talent¬ 
ed trio found the winner’s circle. 

Multiple Grade 1 winner and 
track record-setter Quality Road 
was again Breeders’ Cup unlucky 
when he drew the number 1 post 
for the $5 million Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl. Edward P. Evans’s 
homebred was meant to break 
sharply in an attempt to get clear 
of the lead and off of the rail. 

Quality Road lost all chanc¬ 
es for winning the race, along 
with the Eclipse Award for older 
male and Horse of the Year when 


he was stuck down on a rail 
described after the race as “loose 
and deep.” 

He clearly didn’t care for the 
going, moving off the rail in turn 
two but lacking any response after 
floundering early. 

“Johnny [jockey John Velaz¬ 
quez] just said he never got on 
track, never got going,” trainer 
Todd Pletcher said Sunday morn¬ 
ing. “He said he was spinning his 
wheels on the track and was stuck 
down on the inside. He never got 
into a good rhythm.” 

During the week, Velazquez 
had said he was concerned about 
having Quality Road break from 


the number 1 post position. He 
broke well enough from there, 
but began backing up with about 
a quarter mile left in the mile and 
a quarter race. 

It was a disappointing end to 
a brilliant career, as it was the first 
time in Quality Road’s 13-race 
career that he failed to hit the 
board. 

The three-time track record 
setter has been retired to stud at 
Lane’s End in Kentucky. 

Edward P. Evans’s other grade 
1 winner, Malibu Prayer, took on 
a very deep field in the $2 million 
Breeders’ Cup Ladies Classic-Gl. 
The daughter of Malibu Moon 
set the pace along the inside, with 
Garrett Gomez in the irons, but 
dropped back steadily after six 
furlongs. The outcome surprised 


her connections, who thought the 
slow pace for the first half mile 
(:49.09) was perfect for her front 
running style. As it turned out, 
her race was remarkably similar 
to Quality Road’s some 24 hours 
later. 

Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
Winchester became the second 
choice in the $3 million Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl when Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe-Gl and Epsom 
Derby-G1 winner Workforce 
(GB) scratched. Winchester 
wound up fourth, beaten three 
and three-quarters lengths in the 
race won by Dangerous Midge. 
Winchester was on the rail early, 
shifted out three-wide for the 
stretch drive, but couldn’t catch 
the winner.

T homas Carlyle, a 19th cen¬ 
tury English historian, is 
usually credited with labeling 
economics as “the dismal sci¬ 
ence.” He did so in response to 
a popular economic treatise pre¬ 
dicting mass starvation because 
the rate of population growth 
was said to be greater than the 
rate of increased food production. 
Happily, that gloomy prediction 
was wrong. But today one rea¬ 
sonably might be gloomy about 
the prospects for Thoroughbred 
racing after examining its eco¬ 
nomics. 

Simply put, pari-mutuel 
wagering handle, the horse indus¬ 
try’s engine for purses and race 
days, is sputtering. According to 
The Jockey Club Fact Book , nation¬ 
wide handle dropped a little 
more than 16 percent from 2007 
through 2009. Purses dropped 7 
percent and the number of races 
declined nearly 4 percent. When 
the final numbers are in for 2010, 
the downward trend in handle, 
purses and races will likely have 
increased. 

The 7 percent nationwide 
drop in purses over the last two 
years would have been much 
greater if not for the infusion of 
slot machine revenue in a number 
of racing jurisdictions. The expe¬ 
riences in Maryland and Virginia, 
which are not graced with slots 
revenue, is illustrative. 

The Maryland Racing Com¬ 
missions most recent annu¬ 
al report shows a substantial 
handle decline caused a com¬ 
bined 34 percent drop in annu¬ 
al purses (from $37,454,740 to 
$24,714,382) and a 20 percent 
reduction in race days (from 179 
to 145) at Laurel and Pimlico in 
2007 to 2009. 


The accompanying chart, 
based on Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission data, shows in more detail 
what occurred in Virginia affect¬ 
ing racing at Colonial Downs. 

From 2007 through 2009 
handle dropped 14 percent, with 
Thoroughbred purses down 20 
percent, though the number 
of summer race days remained 
stable. The handle data for 
2010, annualized based on the 
first nine months of the year, 
indicates the downward trend 
is continuing. (The VRC data 
includes Standardbred handle that 
accounts for about 20 percent of 
the total.) 

As an interim measure to 
combat handle decline and small¬ 
er purses, the Virginia HBPA 
may request the Virginia Racing 
Commission to reduce racing this 
year from five days to four days 
a week. During an eight-week 
meet that would mean 32 race 
days instead of the usual 40 days. 
Doing so would at least stabi¬ 
lize, if not increase, average daily 
purses. 

A recent mail survey of all 
trainers and owner/trainers 
licensed in Virginia showed that 
75 percent favored reducing race 
days to four a week in order to 
increase purses. (A majority also 
favored moving Colonials meet 
to the fall.) 

Another short-term solution 
involves taking steps to increase 
wagering handle inVirginia, about 
5 percent of which goes into the 
horsemen’s purse account. Unlike 
the big racing states, Virginias 
annual handle depends heavily 
on importing races year-round 
into 10 off-track betting shops 
in central and southern Virginia. 
The handle generated during 
Colonials 40-day summer meet 


provides only a small portion of 
purse money awarded during the 
meet. The horsemens share of 
simulcast wagering the other 325 
days of the year is needed to fully 
fund the purse account. 

In economic jargon, increas¬ 
ing handle requires an expanded 
product distribution network, 
i.e. more off-track betting loca¬ 
tions. But the above chart shows 
a significant and growing shift 
in wagering to advance depos¬ 
it Internet platforms (e.g. Twin 
Spires, TVG, XpressBet, etc.), 
which suggests traditional and 
expensive “sticks and bricks” 
stand-alone betting shops are not 
the wave of the future. 

Recognizing that, track man¬ 
agement and the VHBPA are 
partners in a venture that takes 
Internet wagering into existing 
private clubs such as the VFW, 
Moose Club, Elks Club and Lion’s 
Club. EZ Horseplay, Colonials 
on-line wagering platform, is set 
up to operate on computer touch 
screens that can be placed any¬ 
where in those clubs.The screens 
are now in more than 25 clubs. 
These inexpensive devices per¬ 
mit account wagering and live 
viewing of races from around 
the country, all courtesy of the 
Internet. And if they prove to 
have limited success in a par¬ 
ticular club, the touch screens can 
be moved to another location at 
little or no cost because Colonial 
has no investment in a building or 
a staff of employees. 


Along with the track, the 
VHBPA is also working on a 
slightly different approach that 
brings a combination of Internet 
wagering and traditional simul¬ 
casting, with tellers, tote machines 
and flat screen televisions, into 
public sports bars and restaurants. 
To do so, however, requires a 
change in Virginias racing statute. 
Current law restricts simulcasting 
to 10 locations, a limit already 
met, and requires an authorizing 
referendum in each affected juris¬ 
diction. The VHBPA and Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association are 
lobbying in the current session 
of the state General Assembly for 
the needed statutory amendment. 

In short, we are taking a page 
from the state lottery’s business 
plan. The Virginia lottery gener¬ 
ates a huge volume of “handle” 
by continuing to increase its dis¬ 
tribution network of more than 
5,000 outlets. Maybe the horse¬ 
men can do the same albeit on a 
smaller scale. 

The steps above are only 
temporary measures to survive a 
serious downturn. The long-term 
solution to horse racing’s eco¬ 
nomic woes requires more than 
tinkering with the status quo. 
The product must be reinvented 
to make horse racing once again 
a popular sports event, and not 
one with a public following that 
matches professional bowling. 
Otherwise we will all starve.

T he West Virginia Breeders 
Classics, which had its 24th 
running on October 16 at 
Charles Town, traditionally 
serves as a key barometer for year- 
end West Virginia-bred champion 
titles. But the 2010 Classics will not 
completely determine the final 
voting. 

Some exciting performers took 
center stage at Charles Town 
following the Classics. 

One division that is not in 
doubt-fillies and mares: 

The $50,000 My Sister Pearl Stakes 
on November 13 looked like a who's 
who of West Virginia-bred distaffers. 

The 10-horse field included 
multiple stakes performers 
Aspenglow, Saxet Heights, 

Nature's Annuity, Smile Samantha, 
Stowe White, Silver Heart, 
Devonspaintedlady and Come Here 
Oonga. 

The total combined number 
of wins for the group was 58, with 
earnings in excess of $2.1 million. 

When starter Fran DiAmario 
dispatched the field from the gate, 
Aspenglow shot to the lead from her 


outside post. Racing unchallenged 
through respectable fractions, the 
daughter of Lion Hearted toyed with 
rivals late, holding second-place 
Come Here Oonga at bay for her 
second consecutive stakes win, 
following the "Cavada" Breeders 
Classic Stakes. 

The one and an eighth-mile My 
Sister Pearl was Aspenglow's 11 th 
career win and installed her as a 
potential favorite for the title of West 
Virginia's Queen of the Turf. The 
attractive gray/roan mare is owned 
by Nancy Terhune, trained by Gary 
Capuano and bred by Terhune and 
Ernest Frohboese. She won four of 
six outings last season as a 4-year- 
old (through mid-November) for 
earnings of $182,200. 

The feature race on November 
3 drew a solid group of allowance/ 
optional claiming West Virginia-bred 
fillies and mares competing for a 
$30,000 purse. 

Come Here Oonga broke 
from the rail under jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger and led every step 
of the way to reverse a thumping 
she received in the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Distaff. 


The now 5-year-old daughter of 
Peak Dancer has been a valuable 
commodity since being haltered on 
March 26,2010, for $16,000. 

Owner Sydney Racing LLC 
(William Brauns) and trainer Ollie 
Figgins III met the dark bay/brown 
filly in the winner's circle for the third 
time since the claim, but bid farewell 
to the versatile campaigner as she 
was escorted away for her new 
connections, owner Premiere Stables 
Unlimited and trainer Mark Shuman. 

Come Here Oonga was bred by 
Eddie Householder. 

Good fortune was afforded to 
Sydney Racing LLC again when 
My Sister Margaret strolled home 
victorious as odds-on favorite in an 
open allowance race on November 
4 for trainer Wayne Mogge. 

The winner of the 2009 "Cavada" 
Stakes effortlessly pulled away from 
rivals to register her sixth lifetime 
victory. Final time over the sloppy/ 
sealed track was a sprightly 1:20.37. 

The daughter of Bop was bred 
in West Virginia by O'Sullivan Farms. 
Her early November win brought

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the scorecard for her 4-year-old 
campaign to four wins or placings 
from six starts and earnings of 
$44,250. 

Not to be outdone by his more 
prominent full sister. Come Here 
Oonga, Banxiousfornothing 

appreciated the addition of blinkers 
in the ninth race on November 5 as 
he handily took the measure of a full 
field of West Virginia-bred 2-year-old 
maidens. 

Sent off at odds of nearly 8-1, 
the dark bay/brown colt raced in 
the colors of owner/trainer/breeder 
Eddie Householder. 

Peak Dancer is a son of Mt. 
Livermore and stands for a private 
fee at Householder's Kearneysville, 
W.Va.,farm. 

Householder had a banner 
year with his young stock. From a 
modest number of starters, he sent 
out additional 2-year-old winners 


Doc's Dancer, Racinforthefinish, 

Billy's Blessing and Mizz Pomeroy. 
Racinforthefinish was third in the 
Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes in 
August. 

The seventh race on November 
7 showed why West Virginia-breds 
are in high demand, as Speedy 
Sammy, lifetime winner of four races, 
and runner-up Trouble Makin, winner 
of the "Dash for Cash" Stakes on 
Breeders Classics night, completed 
the exacta in the "never-won-two" 
allowance race. 

Though both horses have 
displayed high-class form, their wins 
in West Virginia-bred company did 
not prevent them from meeting the 
conditions in open competition. 

Now 5, Speedy Sammy, bred by 
Rene Moore and Naylee Farm, has 
won or placed in 19 of 30 career 
starts, earning $130,628. He is owned 
by Wags Nags LLC and trained by 
Kevin Joy. 


Any discussion about West 
Virginia racing and breeding usually 
contains a reference to the Casey 
family.The fifth race on November 
13 showcased another budding star 
for the Caseys'Taylor Mountain Farm 
and owner James W. Casey.

The homebred continues to add 
to the list of accomplishments for 
Windsor Castle, who got a significant 
boost from the 2010 Breeders 
Classics performances of his sons 
Henry the Lover (winner of the 
"Onion Juice" Stakes), Taylor's Flight 
(winner of the West Virginia Lottery 
Stakes and a full brother to How is 
My Girl) and Colonel J W (runner- 
up in the $500,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic).
